While other sections of the coun- 
try have shown a decided shrinkage 
in United States tax receipts collect- 
ed this year for 1921, in comparison 
with the figures of 1920, collected last 
year, Georgia ranks among the fore- 
most in the union in federal tax col- 
lections, according to Josiah T, Rose, 
collector of internal revenue for this 
state, 

The total shrinkage in federal tax 
receipts for the country at large shows 
a deficit of 34 per cent this year in 
comparison with the previous years 
collections, while the total shrinkage 
for Georgia's collections aggregates 
only 18 per cent, aecording to Mr. 
Rose. All collections during 1922 
were for taxes assessed in 1921 and 
likewise the taxes collected in 1921 
were for 1920 assessments. 

Figures Are Encouraging. 

Georgia’s splendid showing in main- 
taining its record receipts for 1920 
—considered the penk year of pros 
perity as an aftermath of the war— 
is regarded as a refutation of the 
claim that the general trend of pros- 
perity has greatly diminished in the 
south, especially in Georgia. 

The federal tax receipts of a state 
and nation are considered by leading 
financiers of the world as the most 
reliable barometer of that section’s 
prosperity and business conditions. 
Hence, it will be seen that, with ap- 
proximately S82 per cent of business 
and taxable incomes during 1921 as 
compared with 1920, the shrinkage in 
Georgia has been considerably less 
than in other sections of,the country. 

Basis of Percentage. 

Mr. Rose's basis of percentage was 
made on the total receipts of the lo- 
cal department, which include income, 
inheritance, sales, and all federal 
taxes, Ilis comparison was made 
with figures issued recently by Con, 
missioner Blair, head of the United 
States internal revenue department. 

“It is evident to me,” declared Mr. 
Rose, “that Georgia’s prosperity and 
business generally is in much better 
condition than other. states in the 
Union. While I am not permitted to 
give out the actual figures in dollars 
and cents of the collections made in 
Georgia during 1921 and 1922, the 
percentages show a decided incrense 
over other sections of the country. 
which have unquestionably suffered 
greater deficits than the south.”

CRITICISM GROWS 


Washington Observers 
Point to “Tone of Indefi- 
niteness” Throughout 
Address to Congress.

Washington, December 9.— (By. 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Further 
comment of a critical nature was 
voiced today by members of con- 
gress on the president's message ves- 
terday, the substance of which was 
that a tone of indefiniteness prevail- 
ed throughout. 

Discussion of the subject has been 
prolonged on account of its close 
connection with the legislative pro- 
gram which the administration is ex- 
pected to put forth as a result of the 
message. 

While there was a general silence 
on the proposition of anti-strike legis- 
lation, democratic and _— republican 
leaders alike agreed that the executive 
was right in declaring railroad rates 
should be reduced. At the samé time, 
however, they failed to find where the 
president had offered any. specific 
way of bringing this about. 

Too Conservative. 

And while there was approval of 
his proposals for more liberal farm 
credits, progressive and democratic 
members were of the opinion that the 
president was too conservative, add- 
ing that he had not gone far enough 
in the recommendations made. The 
trouble with agriculture, it is held, is 
the lack of foreign markets, and this 
the president ignored.

Make Confessions, Police 
Say, to Wholesale Grave- 
yard Thefts. 


Arrested Friday night at the edge 
of a newly-made grave in the South 
View cemetery, after they had per- 
formed the ghoulish task of unearth- 
ing a recently buried. casket, Thur- 
man Jones and Claude Maddox, grave 
diggers, aSturday confessed, it is al- 
leged, to complicity in wholesale grave 
robberies, 

Their arrest preceded that of L. F. 
Ware, proprietor of the Atlanta Un- 
dertaking parlors, at 139 Auburn ave- 
nue, who was taken into custody on 
the Jonesboro road while in posses- 
sion, the police say, of a casket that 
bore evidence of being recently ex- 
humed. 

Ware's arrest was followed by the 
apprehension of his two female clerks, 
Besgie and Louise Lee. who are be- 
ing held pending further investiga- 
tions of nocturnal graveyard opera- 
tions, 

The ghoulish plot was uncovered 
by County Police Lieutenant Jordan, 
County Officer Jacks®, and City De- 
tective Sturdivant, who for the past 


few weeks co we investigating 
“casket snatching” rumors. 
Detective Sturdivant, who, he says, 
suspected Ware of being implicated 
i nthe plot, went to the negro’s un- 
dertaking establishment, and secretly 


-seribbled a mark of identification on 


the bottom of several. caskets. 

The one recovered at the grave 
when Maddox and Jones were taken 
into custody bore the marks in the 
detective’s handwriting, as did the 
one Ware was in possession of when 
his motor hearse was -stopped by 
Sturdivant on the Jonesboro road. 
The others, which the police say were 
recently unearthed, were found at the 
Ware establishment in the ihvestiga- 
tion that followed his arrest. 

The two negro grave diggers, when 
quizzed by Officers said they were 
working for Ware, digging the cas- 
kets from the newly- -made graves, 
for the compensation of $10 paid to 
them, they charged, by Ware. 

The undertaker denies that he is 
guilty of the charges made against 
him. 

The potice say approximately 40 
caskets have been taken from the 
South View cemetery through the al- 
leged operations of Ware and his con- 
federates. They were valued at from 
$100 to $500.

“Most modern buildings in Atlanta, 
and many older ones, are so construct- 
ed as to be proof against the ingress 
of rats, or could be made so at rela- 
tively small cost. Reinfestation may 
be prevented by closing with metal 
sheeting or with concrete all small 
openings which provide entrance for 
rats and by screening basement win- 
dows and other large openings. 

“Building regulations requiring that 
all new structures be made rat-proof 
under competent instruction would 
have a wholesome influence on rat in- 
festation in the future.” 

Figures arrived at in the estimates 
of the number of rats killed were 
based on the fact that approximately 
30,000 packages of poison were dis- 
tributed, and that 10 per cent of it 
could be counted to have been used 
effectively.

‘survey of local conditions. ; 
+ Following their visit, postal offi- 
‘cials and others representing the 
treasury department on their return 
to Washington reported favorably on 
the plan to increase Atlanta postoffice 
facilities, after ascertaining the 
crowded condition experienced here. 

Postmaster Edwin K. Large, in 
commenting on the plans for increas- 
ing local postoffice facilities, stated 
that at present the department is ex- 
peric neing considerable inconvenience 
due to. lack of adequate space. 

“It is almost impossible to handle 
the tremendous volume of mail pass- 
ing through the local office,” de- 
clared Mr. Large, “because of inade- 
‘quate space in the present building. 
Furthermore, theré can possibly be no 
relief from this eongestion unless there 
are additional facilities in the form 
of new and enlarged quarters.

He assert- 
ed that the “sussian program at Lanu- 
sanne was based on a community of 
interests between the Russian and 
Turkish peoples and he hoped that 
the end of the conference would find 
the two countries nearer together. 

If the Turks insisted*on the right 
to fortify the straits and defend Con- 
stantinople, Russia would feel more 
secure and could take up with the 
neighboring states on the Black sea 
the question of demilitarizing that 
water.

\Berlin Declares 


U.S. Tariff Bad 
As Peace Treaty 


Effects Only Equaled by 
“Monstrous Disturbing 


Powers of Pact.”’

Berlin, December 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The effects of thie 
new tariff law of the United States 
are so intensé 
to be equalled only by, the “monstrous 
disturbing powers” of the Vepsailles 
treaty, declares the Allgemeine Zei- 
tung. 

The customs barrier erected by 
America, says the newspaper, leaves 
orly a limited opportunity for coun- 
tries requiring imports from the Unit- 
*ed States to pay for them in exports 
to America. 

Coupled with the general destitu- 
tion of Europe, this could mean noth- 
ing other than a passive trade balance 
for every European country. If the 
oft-expressed wish of the United 
States for “the recovery, of the un- 
healthy economic world,” were really 
in earnest, the new law would have 
presented an entirely different ap- 
pearance. 

“In any case,” adds the Zeitung, 
“it is a very sharp, yet unfortunately 
dvuuble-edged weapon whose point 
must ultimately be directed against 
their own people.”

which must be secured from banks 
and those willing to invest in ship- 
ping securities: This cannot be bor- 
rowed by proposed purchasers and 
operators of the ships if there is the 
least uncertainty of the payments of 
the compensation provided in the 
bill. 

“By reason of the changing politi- 
cal complexion of congress and be- 
eause of the bitter opposition to aid 
of this kind to shipping, no man 
would loan his money upon security 
of this kind and thus one of the pur- 
poses of the bill would be defeated.” 

A minority committee report filed 
by Senator Fletcher, democrat, Flor- 
ida, declared the policy proposed im- 
volved the launching of the govern- 
ment “upon a sea of trouble and enor- 
mous expense” and that the answer 
to such a measure “is and must be 
resistance and defeat.” 

Costly Overhead. 

“The proposed measure means sim- 
ply the establishment of a general 
subsidy system which will be fas- 
tened on the country for an indefinite 
period,’ the report: continued. “The 
whole tendency of the administration 
is against encouraging international 
trade. We cannot have cargoes in 
the absence of foreign trade. Losses 
will not be eliminated because of any 
snfall portion of the tonnage will pass 
into private hands as proponents of 
the bill admit, even if it should be- 
come a law, for years to come, and 
a costly overhead will continue. 

“It is perfectiy plain that the ships 
which would be chiefly benefitted are 
not the cargo ships at all, but pas- 
senger and ships of other types.” 

The minority also gaic the legisla- 
tion would give the shipping board 
power “to buld up or destroy ports, 
to enrich or impovetish ship lines, 
thus dominating localities, controlling 
ship owners, ship operators and finan- 
cial institutions, and the insurance 
companies and all other connecting 
interests.” This, it added, “would 
make that bureau™a politicdautoc- 
racy and a dominating influence 
equipped to work its own will.” 


“The. effect of a subsidy,” the re- 
port concluded, “will be, not to cre- 
ate, but to retard the proper and 
permanent development of an Ameri- 
can merchant marine.” 

Scores Minority Report. 

Chairman Jones, of the Commerce 
committee, in a statement tonight de- 
clared the minority report on the ad- 
ministration shipping bill was “a 
mass of conttadictions.” After ana- 
lyzing some of the statements, he 
Said: 

“If we are to be a nation worthy 
of our opportunities and advantages 
we must have an American merchant 
marine, and in order to have an 
American merchant marine we must 
be as alive to our needs and our op- 
portunities as are our commercial 
rivals across both the Atlantic and 
the Pacific oceans, and no class of 
our people will gain a better pro- 
portionate benefit from an adequate 


| merchant marine than the farmers of 


the country.” 
Harris to Offer Amendment. 

When the ship subsidy bill comes 
before the senate Senator William 
J. Harris said today that he would 
offer an amendment providing a sub- 
sidy for the southern cotton growers 
who have to use calcium arsenate in 
fighting the boll weevil. Senator Har- 
ris has announced his opposition te 
the ship subsidy bill, and said today 
the republican program of legislation 
should first include measures for the 
relief of agriculture, instead of “a 
plan of taxing the people to the ex- 
tent of thirty or forty million dol- 
lars for the shipping trust.”

The town of Astoria grew from piles 
built far out into the water. The 
piles originally were extended into 
the deep water to accomodate vessels 
which otherwise would have had to 
anchor out in the harbor. The busi- 
ness district naturally grouped itself 
close to the sea commerce which gave 
the little city its principal impetus. 
The residential section was built on 
higher ground. 

Measures to relieve the 2,500 per- 
sons made homeless by the conflagra- 
tion were started.

Directory Lists 
Three Senators 
From Georgia 


Mrs. Felton Included as 
Georgia Solon in New Con- 
gressional Directory.

Washington, December 9.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) —The new 


congressional directory, just off the 
press, carries an echo of the recest 
Georgia senatorial controversy, with 
Mrs. Rebecca L. Felton the storm 
center again. 

So far as observers were able to 
recall today, the directory lists for 
the first time three senators from a 
single state, Georgia. Brief sketches 
of Mrs. Felton, Senator Walter F, 
George and Senator W. J. Harris are 
given. 

In explaining the additional prece- 
dent to be broken in connection with 
the Georgia woman’s oath of office, 
Jim Preston, veteran superintendent 
of the senate press gallery, stated that 
insufficient notice of the president’s 
intention to call an extra session of 
congress had been given for officials 
to make the proper arrangements, 
leaving it incumbent upon them to 
mention all three senators from Geor- 
gia. 

Mrs. Felton’s Biography. 

Mrs. Felton’s biography, which is a 
bit lengthy as senatorial biographies 
g0, sets out the conspicuous mile 
posts in her remarkable career, ter- 
minating with her ad interim appoint- 
ment as the successor of the late 
Senator Watson. Between the date 
o” her birth, 1835, and the time she 
was sworn in as the first woman 
member of the senate, she recites 
several interesting incidents, such 
ws having passed through four wars, 
Mexican, civil, Spanish-American and 
world war. She also mentions her ac- 
tivity in the cause of woman’s suf- 
frage as well as her authorship of 
two books, which deal with Georgia 
affairs. 

Senator George, in his biography, 
acknowledges the date of his birth in 
1878, at Preston, Ga., and speaks of 
his connection with the legal profes- 
sion, having been solicitor-general 
and judge of the Cordele circuit, the 
latter of which he resigned as late 
as January, 1922. Senator George 
records his membership in several sec- 
ret societies, Mason, Knights of Py- 
thias and the Sigma Nu fraternity. 


Ot*er Additions. 


Other additions to the directory in 
the way of senatorial biographies in- 
clude the two newly-elected senators, 
Bayard, of Delaware, and Brookhart, 
of Iowa, both of whom were elected 
to unexpired terms. 

Senator Bayard concludes _ his 
sketch with an imposing array of sen- 
atorial ancestors, as follows: 

“His father, Thomas Francis Bay- 
ard; his grandfather, James Ashe- 
ton Bayard; his great-uncle, Rich- 
ard Henry Bayard; his great-grand- 
fether, James Asheton Bayard, and 
his great-great-grandfather, Richard 
Bassett, were United States senators 
from Delaware.” 

All of which makes the present 
senator the sixth member of the fam- 
ily to occupy a seat in the chamber— 
a record without parallel, observers 
declare. 

Middle Name “Wildman.” 

Senator Brookhart, whose middle 
name is “Wildman,” which certain 
republican senators declare to be fit-

U. §. CIVIL SERVICE 
MAKES ANNUAL REPORT 


123,000 More Government 
Employees Now Than Be- 
fore World War. 


Washington, December 9.—While 
the civil establishment of the gov- 
ernment was reduced by more than 
36,000 employees during the year, ae- 
cording to the annual report of the 
United States civil service commis- 
sion today, at the end of the fiscal 
year the government service as a 
whole had 560,863 employees, an in- 
crease of 123,000 since the year pre- 
ceding the war. 

Of this increase, the report states, 
about 99.000 is due to causes grow- 
ing out of the war, and the remainder 
tu new legislation. ‘The increase, it 
is stated, is largely in the war, navy 
and treasury departments and in the 
veterans’ bureau. 

A. strong argument in favor of a 
reclassification of civil employees, the 
report says, is the increase in effi- 
ciency of the postal service after ad- 
vances in salaries in that branch. It 
also states that a modification of the 
regulations governing veteran prefer- 
ence would be of benefit to the civil 
service, particularly in» the postal 
branch and that the retirement law 
fails to be completely successful, ow- 
ing to the small annuities allowed 
and certain elements of injustice in- 
cidental to the operation of the law. 

In discussing the need of reclassifi- 
cation, the report points out that the 
annual deficit af the postoffice de- 
partment was less by $96,000,000 in 
1922 than it was in 1921, although 
the salary list, which is by far the 
largest item of expense, has been in- 
creased by more than $100,000,000 
since 1918. It is stated that reclassi- 
fication not only would bring about 
more appropriate and uniform salary 
ranges, but would bring about uni- 
form designations for positions having 
uriform duties and in the end would 
bring about a more economical admin- 
istration. fe 

A modification of the regulations 
governing veteran preference in choos- 
ing civil employees is advocated on 
the ground that “the interests of sound 
business administration .would best 
be served by changing them at least 
to accord with those applying to 
presidential postmaster examinations.” 

Under the current practice, it 1s 
explained, a veteran is declared eligi- 
ble if he attains only 65 per cent in 
the civil service examination and his 
name is certified ahead: of all non- 
veteran eligibles, regardless of their 
ratings. In the presidential post- 
master examinatioms, five points are 
added to the earned rating of each 
preferred candidage, and his name 1s 
then considered for certification in 
its order on the basis of this aug- 
mented rating, providing it is 70 per 
cent. Veterans received 18,160 of 
the 62,683 original appointments to 
the classified service during the fis- 
cal year. i 

In reference to thé retirement law, 
it is stated that the law has not been 
in effect long enough to warrant def- 
inite conelusions regarding its influe- 
ence, although it is believed it has 
improved the morale of the civil serv- 
ice personnel. : 

The report, however, says the opin- 
icn of federal department officials in 
veneral is that the annuities should be 
increased and graduated according to 
the salaries received and contribu- 
tions made to the retirement fund.

thorize the War Finance corporation 
to make loans to foreign purchasers 


of American agricultural products. 

Both of the bills are endorsed by 
the American Farm. Bureau federa- 
tion, and go beyond the administra- 
tion proposals in the recently intro- 
duced Lenroot-Anderson bill. Whether 
the differences may be harmonized 
easily has not yet been developed, but 
certain provisions of the new Norbeck- 
Strong measure are contained in other 
bills introduced by Senator Capper, 
republican, Kansas, chairman of the 
senator farm bloc and other of the 
farm group in congress. 

Increase Maximum. 


Increase from $10,000 to $25,000 of 
the maximum loan which could be 
made to an individual farmer. by co- 
operative farm land banks is one of 
the principal features of the Norbeck- 
Strong bill. Senator Norbeck said 
that this change would “give local co- 
operative associations a better chance 
to compete with the joint stock land 
banks.” 

Such loans under the new bill also 
would be available for security ov ma- 
chinery and other debts of borrowers 
and not limited, as under the present 
law, to land and buildings. 

“The bill which I have introduced,” 
said Senator Norbeck of this feature, 
“makes it possible for a farmer who 
owes money on farm machinery, for 
instance, to place a mortgage on his 
land with the federal farm loan asso- 
clations and pay off the debt on the 
farm machinery. He may also bor- 
row money to educate his family.” 

Another Provision. 


Another provision of the Norbeck- 
Strong bill would change the composi- 
tion of the twelve regional land banks 
by providing a “fifty-fifty’”’ director- 
ate, half of the directors to be ap- 
pointed by the federal board and half 
by national farm organizations. This 
has not been done up to the present 
time because of the gavernment’s bond 
holdings in the farm banks, and the 
new bill would provide for distribu- 
tion of these bonds among the public. 
_ The bill also provides for voluntary 
liquidation of local farm loan assgo- 
ciations and for appointment of agents 
where co-operative banks do not ex- 
ist. The latter provision would make 
it possible for farmers to obtain loans 
where local associations have not yet 
been organized. 

_The Norbeck-Nelson foreign loan. 
bill would create a revolving fund up 
to $20,000,000 to negotioate sales of 
American products. It is designed to 
increase exports Of farm products by 
advancing funds to foreigners. The 
bill authorizes the War Finance cor- 
poration to purchase drafts or other 
instruments of credit against grain 
Shipments abroad, to be drawn against 


and guaranteed hy “good, reputable | 


foreign importers and then guaranteed 
by the foreign governments where the 
grain is shipped.”

‘Washington, December 9.—A semi- 
official declaration of world policy for 
Japan on conditions in the Near East,

This change, he declared, had en- 
abled his government to carry out its 
formal pledges and to translate into 
facts mere expressions of policy “more 
quickly than we had hoped and much 
more quickly than foreign opinion had 
expected,”

“single remaining foreign involve- 
ment’’—her position in northern Sak- 
halien—Mr. Saburi expressed confi- 
dence that this matter would be set- 
tled in a “spirit of justice and fair 
play.” 

The Near East situation was pre- 
sented by Dr. Herbert Adams Gib- 
bons, a war correspondent who re- 
turned recently from the Grecian- 
Turkish front. Arguing that it is time 
for the United States to assert its 
moral leadership of the world, Dr, 
Gibbons said that until the Near East 
crisis was settled there would be no 
real peace in the world. 

The case of Greece was presented 
by Adamantios T. Polyzoides, editor 
of the Atlantis Greek daily, New 
York, who charged that “European 
imperialists,” in their “lust for power, 
for wealth, for the exploitation of the 
smaller and weaker nations, were 
chiefly to blame for the plight of his 
country.”

FIVE MEN KILLED 
TO KEEP NEGROES 
OFF PLANTATION 


Vicksburg, Miss., December 9.— 
One white man, whose name oOificers 
here bave not jearned, Jake Stevens, 
a negro labor agent, and three other 
negroes are reported to have been 
fired on and killed at Duckport, La., 
by a crowd of men on the wharf 
there, who dbjected to the negroes 
leaving to work on a plantation near 
Vicksburg, according to a _ report 
made to local police by William 
Wooten, a fisherman, and Memes 
Dangerfield, a negro, who were 
brought to a hospital here early to- 
day suffering trom gunshot wounds 
they say they received in the attack. 

According to Wooten’s statement, 
he took his launch with a small barge 
attached, to Duckport to get the 
negro laborers, who had been engaged 
by Jake Stevens. When the negroes 
began. to board the barge, Wooten 
said, about twenty men on the levee 
began firing at them. He cut his 
launch loose and made his escape, but 
was wounded when a short distance 
from the bank. He was picked up and 
brought here. The trouble wus said 
to have arisen over objection. by 
Duckport citizens tu the leaving of 
negro labor.

Then 
the question comes, why the S. I. A. 
A.?, especially as there can be other 
conferences organized which can keep 
athletics clean and at the same time 
pass rules which will better fit con- 
ditions that exist among their mem- 
bers, by reason of their being of sim- 
ilar size and purpose and facing sim- 
ilar problems. 

Hence it comes that the University 
of Chattanooga will go to the meet- 
ing of the S. I. A. A. in all charity 
of spirit, but convinced that the best 
interests of all concerned would he 
served by the final disruption of the 
old organization whose only claim to 
respect is its glorious history, its 
achievement of purifying to a com- 
1mendably large extent college athletics 
in the south. Why not bury it with 
full honors for what it has done?

Women’s League 
Wants New Pacts 
For World Peace 


Resolution .Urging World 
Congress Unanimously 
Adopted at Hague. 


_ 

The Hague. December 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The women's in-- 
ternational league for peace and free- 
dum today adopted resolutions de- 


manding a new peace based on new 
international agreements, and ¢charg- 
ing its members to work for the con- 
vening of a world congress for this 
purpose, either through the instru- 
mentality of the leazne of nations, a 
single nation or any group of nations. 

The resolutions were moved by the 
British and French delegations and 
were adopted unanimously. They con- 
tended that the world’s present plight 
resulted frem the existing treaties, 
these being contrary to the arniistice 
terns, inconsistent with the preamble 
of the league of nations covenant and 
disastrous from political, economic 
ind military aspects. 

The women issued a solemn warn- 
ing to the world against occupation 
of the Ruhr district of Germany and 
decided to organize mass demonstra- 
tions in co-operation with other pa- 
cifist boides, opening a campaign to 
make a new peace a burning issue. 
The congress also indorsed the prin- 
ciple of disarmament. 

Members of the French delegation 
denounced the post-war — militarism 
and asserted that France was _ be- 
eoming Prussianized. They declared 
they would press their government for 
a reasonable solution of the fepara-

Albany, Ga., December 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Rev. J. B. Turner, D. D., pas- 
tor of the First Baptist chureh, has 
been commissioned as 2 chaplain with 
the rank of captain in the 325th infan- 
try of the United States reserves, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by 
Colonel W. M. Wilder, commander of 
the reserve regiment.

Albany is regimental headquarters 
for the 325th infaniry reserves, which 
includes a considerable section of south 
Georgia territory in its jurisdiction. 
These reserve organizations are main- 
tained throughout the country by the 
war department, being skeleton organ- 
izations of commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers, from which an 
army could be built on shert notice in 
case of war, eliminating the necessity 
for officers’ training schools on the 
scope reached during the world war. 
Training camps throughout the coun- 
try each summer keep ‘the reserve offi- 
'ecers posted on modern military tactics.

that the big company has made its 
opening prices on a lower basis than 
its advanced prices for the previous 
season is being taken itno serious con- 


sideration, and those who are interest- 


ed see in this a tmethod which, un- 
doubtedly, will be followed out next 
season. 

The average seller has come to re- 
gard the efforts of the American 
Woolen company as in the nature of 
a surprise, most of the time, with the 
big company on the lower side of the 
situation. The big company has been 
going along on the basis of making 
prices to get the business and run its 
machinery. A year ago doubt was ex- 
pressed as to whether there was 
enough business to zo around, and it 
was reasonable to issume that it was 
the intention of the big company to 
get all of this business it could. 


The increased consumption of wool 


this year indicates that the business | 


has been in a very much more satis- 
factory condition, with the prospect 
ahead of satisfactory business next 
season, if prices are not prohibitive. 
Some think that the prices of the 
big company will take this into con- 
sideration, and others think that the 
advisability of being as low as pos- 
sible will appeal, because there is a 
reasonable amount of evidence that 
the business is struggling out of the 
problem of an advancing market 
which may overcome all efforts at 
distributing and be a serious obstacle 
to progress when the lines open. 

All Sorts of estimates as to the 
probable advance in prices have been 
made. There are some who are con- 
sistently opposing the idea that prices 
should be up 25 per cent, and they 
point to the fact that last year there 
was the same attitude toward prices, 
with a subsequent opening on a much 
lower level than was expected. Con- 
ditions were different. a year ago, 
however, and now the business has 
been so satisfactory that it has en- 
couraged greater faith in the outlook 
and the solidarity of the background 
of the business. There are some who 
fear that the mills may be inclined 
to ask too much and others fear the 
attitude of those who are taking into 
consideration the probable attitude of 
the governing forces in affairs. 

Meanwhile some buyers have con- 
vinced themselves that there ig not 
sufficient advantage over opening 
prices to warrant them purchasing 
now and taking the risk. They feel 
that the chance is not worth while. 
This is a matter of individual opinion. 

No new elements have entered into 


the situation but, instead, there is a} & 


disposition to express differing views 
about those that have been discussed 
heretofore. Buyers are laying stress 
on the claims of retailers that they 
are having difficulty in disposing of 
clothing at present prices, It is prob- 
able that they feel that the advanc- 
ing movement is going along entirely 
too freely and that a word of cau- 
tion against overstepning the bounds 
of propriety is not ill-timed. 

The succesg of fancy back over- 
coatings cannot be regarded as be- 
ing a good criterion of the market 
and its absorbing power. They are 
in a unique position, and, consequent- 
ly, their influence easily might be 
misleading to those inclined to be- 
come enthusiastic over the prospect 
their reception presents,

Teaching is a profession, and should be recognized as such, and 
building up professional solidarity is the aim of every teacher who pos- 
Sesses idealism. 

This same rule might be applied to mothers who belong to the’ 
various parent-eacher associations, and they might pattern their lives | 
after the idea that they likewise have a profession. nm | 

The child in school will develop faster, and will show Yar more in- | 
terest in his school life, when he realizes that harmony and friendship 
exists between mother-and teacher. Teachers are just ordinary folks, 
and they desire to be treated as such. 

They are no different from any other ordinary human being and 
they naturally desire to be shown the same consideration and thought- 
fulness. 

There is abundant opportunity for a happy relationship between 
parent and teacher if the parent-teacher organizations function and shape 
their work for the betterment of the child. This ¢an be accomplished if 
thev meet and understand one another. A goal can be reached through 
this channel if they both realize the simple duty, the opportunity and the

The Story of How a Leopard Acted When It Got Loose on a Passenger Liner—Encountering an Orang-Utang 
With Only Two Bare Fists and Knocking Him Out—A Series of Two Stories of One of the World’s 


Strangest Businesses. 


Frank H. Buck 


Frank H. Buck, who has established a 
reputation as a collector of wild animals , 
and birds for American zoological gar- 
dens and circuses, recently sailed on his 
twelfth expedition to the Orient. A na- 
tive of Dallas, Texas, where <he first 
disclosed a youthful bent for the calling 
he has since adopted, he now maintains 
headquarters in Singapore, as a point 
from which to operate, both as a buyer 
and a trapper of beasts, birds and rep- 
tiles in India, the Malay peninsula and 
the Dutch East Indies. He is sometimes 
accompanied on his excursions into the 
interior by Mrs. Buck. This is the first 
of twe articles. 


—=1OYAL BENGAL TIGERS, snow 
‘| leopards from the Himalayas, 
tigers from Sumatra and the Ma- 
lay archipelago, black panthers 
from Malaysia, besides giant py- 
thons, tapirs, cobras, orang- 
utangs, with many species of 
smaller animals and birds—these formed 
one consignment of exceedingly* live stock 
with which I recently crossed the Pacific. 
In the terms of the trade, it was primarily 
a cargo of “big cats,” and was worth ap- 
proximately $20,000. That was the busi- 
ness side. 
+ In a stormy sea, an unusually ferocious 
leopard got loose on the deck of the ship 
which was carrying more than a hundred 
passengers. That was the animal side. 

So it is that while the business of wild 
animal collecting must be reduced to 
methodical business principles, and while 
at the same time there is not likely to be a 
fortune in it for any one, it still has the 
“edge”’ on practically all other occupations 
for providing new situations and swift 
emergencres with which to deal. 

This combination of business and ad- 
venture—potential adventure at all times, 
even when appearances are serene—render 
it, irresistably fascinating to those who, 
like myself, have an instinctive fondness 
for animals. : 

It was afier we left Honolulu that the 
Pacific, as it has been so inaptly called; 
began to rear. We had moved some of the 
cages up on the hatches to give the oc- 
cupants an airing and as the océan started 
to grow riotous we set about shifting them 
back to the hold. Night overtook us be- 
fore we had finished and one leopard cage 
was left down on the iron deck near the 
rail. 

This, unfortunately, was an old cage 
which had been knocked around until it 
had rotted at the bottom. I seldom ship 
animals -in any crates which are not in 
perfect condition; but since the Malay 
beast in question had been trapped only a 
day or two before our sailing, we had been 
obliged to rush him into whatever we could 
find that would hold him. He did not take 
to his quarters in the least, and was, in 
fact, unusually savage. I advised the cap- 
tain that it did not seem to be Safe to leave 
the leopard on deck since a big wave would 
let him out. The captain, however, reas- 
sured me as to the weather—the barometer 
was clear. 

At daybreak an officer wakened me. 
He reported that the leopard was out. 1 
tore into my clothes and made for the deck. 
The cage was upside down with the bottom 
stove in. A huge wave, such as the cap- 
tain had not anticipated, had washéd across 
the deck and knocked it clear over. 

Between two of the oil barrels which 
formed the deck cargo, the leopard was 
crouching. 1 raced back to my cabin to get 
my rifle. 


B’ this time the word had swept the 
Ship that a leopard was loose. There 
was immediate panic among the passengers. 


The captain promptly had all the doors 
locked leading to the passengers’ quarters, 
imprisoning them for their own safety. 


I started to thread my way among the 


end. 
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oil barrels towards the leopard. As 1 drew 
near, he leaped over them, passing within a 
couple of feet of me. Hesitating a moment 
in the clear space he sprang up the Stairs 
to the main deck. Beside one of the hatches 
he stopped, just as a Chinese steward was 
crossing the deck with two buckets of 
water. When the boy saw the animal with- 
in two feet of him he dropped both buck- 
ets and made a mad rush for an open door- 
way to the officers’ quarters. The leopard 
also decided to make for this door. They 
arrived at the same unpsychological mo- 
ment. The boy’s hair literally stood on 


The big animal snarled and reared back 


with its claws extended. I was then about 
15 feet away and geiting ready to shoot. 
The Chinese with one lecok at the leopard’s 
claws made a bold leap for a boom rigging 
which was hanging down close to the deck. 


" He caught this dextrously and climbed up 


more than 20 feet before he stopped The 
incarcerated passengers transfixed were 
Staring out of the cabin windows. 

I ran around to the starboard side and 
threw open a door into the officers’ mess 
room. The leopard was crouching in the 
hallway. As | was entering this at the end 
farthest from the leopard, | fired three shots 
into space. Thoroughly frightened he 
leaped out on deck again. 


HE first officer was standing: outside 
and when the animal saw him he 


turned and loped round to the starboard 
side, where | had left the door open. An- 
other shot from my revolver sent him 
Scurrying through the doorway. 1 slammed 
the door and made him a prisoner in the 
mess room. Then we brought up the cage, 
which had more than been mended by the 
carpenter, took out the iron bars at the 
end of it, backed it up against the door 
of the hallway and boarded the top so the 
leopard could not jump over it. Finally I 
opened the door and nailed the cage to the 
doorway. 

In the hallway was a small, square win- 
dow through which the mess boy passed 
the food to the officers’ table. 1 opened 
the window and for more than an hour 
endeavored to get a rope noose over the

leopard’s head. The officers also tried their 
best to help me. Finally I knotted the ropé, 
lariat fashion, crawled in from the hall win- 
dow and stood on the sideboard just in- 
side the room’ Eventually, after a num- 
ber of attempts, | managed to get the lasso 
over his head. The leopard shifted and 
pranced furiously, but-1 continued to hold 
the rope tight. At the same time | threw 
the end of ft through the open doorway 
into the cage and shouted to the officers 
who gathered round the cage to Seize the 
rope and tighten it at their end before he 
could pull it off. Then I rushed around 
through the passage to lend a hand in 
dragging the leopard into the cage. 


We got him there—at last. The bars 
were slammed down at once and it is 
Scarcely necessary to add. that they stayed 
tight down until he was safely delivered to 
the Lincoln park zoo in Chicago. 


Nee long ago | had a similar adventur- 
. our .journey with an _  orang-utang. 
When we sailed from Singapore my wild 
man from Borneo was extremely incor- 


rigible. He beat angrily against. the iron 


bars of his cage. My contract, on the other 
hand, called for a tame orang-utang, so | 
decided to tame this fellow. Two men 
can handle a wild orang if they get hold of 
him, one by each arm, stretch him out and 
hold him firmly by his two wrists so he 
cannot reach his captors with his danger- 
ous mouth. I called the ship’s carpen- 
ter, who was working for me in his off 
hours, and said: ‘Now, Jim, we must 
get a collar on this orang, but the first big 
job is to get him out of this cage You wil 
have to take hold of one arm and I'll grab 
the other. If I should let go my side, he 
can take your arm right off with his jaw. 
I have every intention of holding fast to my 
side. How about you?” 

Jim assured me that he would live up 
to his side of the contract. My orang was 
three and a half feet high with a big chest 
and an arm-stretch of six feet. But he was 
only half-grown, and two men of ordinary 
strength could easily handle him if they re- 
mained cool. I knocked off three bars of 
the cage, reached in, took the orang by 
the wrist and pulled him out. Then I 


shouted to Jim, “Catch hold!” And be- 
tween us we Stretched out his arms, lock- 
ing a firm hold of his wrists. Cecilio, my 
Filipino “‘boy,”’ was standing behind me with 
the collar and chain. The orang kept 
squirming wildly and twisting to get out of 
our grip; he snapped his jaws and beat his 
head around, so that. it was tremendously 
difficult for Cecilio to slip the collar over 
him. 

Out of the corner of my eye I saw Jim 
go white. In spite of his promise he te- 
came confused and lost his head. Suddenly 
the arm he had been holding was loose, 
and the animal lunged toward my side. For 
a moment I held on; then | had to let 
go the other arm  ~As_! did, the orang 
charged towards me. 1 took a long step 
back, but he came right after me, his 
mouth wide open and his arms streiched 
out. 

I took another step or two backward, 
standing in the position of a boxer. He 
raised his head to’a trifle and gave me an 
opening, just aS ‘he reached out one_arm to 
seize me. I hauled off with a good swing 
and caught him right on the point of the 
jaw. Down he went just as I have seen 
men go down for, the count in “the prize 
ring. 


When he came to, he was wearing a 
collar and chain. At first 1 had to keep a 
chain's length distant from him, but with. 
petting ahd kind words he was soon drink- 
ing milk and tea out of a bottle. Within 
two weeks he was perfectly docile, and I 
was able to deliver a tame orang-utang in 
San Francisco. 


N another recent voyage I had 500 
monkeys on board, 35 monkeys to a 


crate. They were piled a little too high for 
rough weather, and at a sudden lurch of the 
ship, one of the top crates fell with a 
crash to the deck. It burst open and 35 
monkeys went scurrying up the masts. In 
the first excitement of getting free, tliree 
or four of them sprang overboard. 


I had to devise some means of en- 
ticing the rest of them into the new crate 
built by the ship’s carpenter I removed 
all the food from my quarters and tried 
starving them out. Four or five of them I 
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caught in a big net, but the others con- 


tinued to chatter down at us from the rig- 


ging. 
contest to see which of them could catch 
the most. A number of boxes-were brought. 
up from the storeroom and the passengers. 
set traps along the deck... Each box was 
propped up with a-peg attached to a string 
and underneath the box were placed bananas 
and bread for bait. . As soon as a monkey 
slipped under a box to investigate the pas- 
Sengers pulled the. string and the monkey’s 
days of liberty were over. It took four 
or five days, however, before we had all the 
runaways back.

problems of transporting animals after they 
are collécted. Naturally; they have first to 
- be caught and while the collector acquires 
most- of them- perhaps through purchase 
from Oriental dealers, he often takes a hand 
himself in their capture. 

Near Seremban on the Malay peninsula, 
Seni Chee, a dealer, one day advised me: 
“Tuan, | have just spoken with a Malay 
who knows one cave which is nest of she 
leopard with cub leopards.” 

At 5 o'clock’ e next morning, piloted 
by the native, we tarted out for the Batu 
region, driving through numerous rubber 
estates into the hills. This range of moun- 
‘tains is honeycombed with hundreds and 
hundreds of little caves. .Some are mere 
holes in the ground: running back .15.or 20 
teet and so. low that-one has, to wriggle in 
on his hands and knees; others form a 
series of spacious chambers extending into 
the mountains for 50 or 60 feet. 

When we reached the ‘hills, we left the 
machine at the side of the road and climbed 
up the ragged limestone rocks among the 
brush and shrubbery. Several times we 
just caught ourselves from slipping through 
the creepers and roots of trees that covered 
the pitfalls on the rocks, and we had con- 
stantly to be on guard against the king 
cobra and other venemous snakes. We 
came to a plateau free from brush and 
we could see about two hundred feet above 
us, a quarter of a mile away, the mouth 
of a large cave.

HE native returned to his home at the 

foot of the hills and Beni and I ap- 
proached the cave very cautiously. We 
selected a thicket of heavy brush 40 yards 
from the mouth of the cave on the wind- 
ward side so the animal would not get 
scent of us, and from here we took turns 
at watching the mouth of the cave. 

All morning there was no sign of the 
leopardess. About 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, however, Beni suddenly gave me a 
push. I glanced up and saw the animal 
standing half out of the cave. She remained, 
motionless, for two or three minutes, snif- 
fing the air and shaking herself occasional- 
ly as if she had just waked. She walked 
out in full view and as she must have had 
an intuition that something was wrong, 
she continued sniffing. .1 had the bead 
on her and fired. I shot again to make 
sure. Then Beni and I went up to the 
cave. 

We hesitated a few minutes at the en- 
trance before we went in. We did not 
know whether there would be another 
leopard inside, but as a rule the female 
leopard, unlike the lion, gets away from 
the male when she has cubs. In any case, 
we were not particularly anxious to make 
the plunge intg the yawning mouth of the 
cave, Even if there were not a big male 
leopard inside, there might have been a 
king-cobra or some other jungle creature 
who would not in the least welcome our 
intrusion, 

It was light in the entrance, but as soon 
as we got inside, a turn of the cave cut 
the light off. We went forward very care- 
fully indeed, brushing away the bats that 


swarmed around us and pelted’ our bodies 


and faces. As soon as we had rounded 


the turn, we heard a hissing sound. Think- 
ing it a snake, we jumped back. Beni, 
though, insistéd that it was the cubs. 7 

We had forgotten to bring a pocket flash 
with us; so Beni. strack some matches. 
There, in a crevice net more than eight 
little 
cubs, hissing. and°-spitting. ‘As ‘soon as 
our eyes became accustomed to the dark, 
we could see very plainly the three cubs 
lying in a corner on the floor of the cave, 
in the midst of.a-pile pf leaves and. sticks 
and bones—the bones of big animals that 
had beer dragged up there by the mother.

Not far from. the place where I had cap- 
tured. my three leopard Cubs, 1 made the

purple bougainvillea and the yellow flow- 
ers of the alamanda.. So I lingered. An 
American oil man, who was also in Kuala 
Lumpur on business, said to me one day, 
“How would you like to get a black leop- 
ard?” I was all attention. He told me 
that one of his boys in the office knew 
some natives who-had the night -before 
captured a leopard a little north of the 
town. 


carried them out to the ledge where we 
had left the mother. We gave her. carcass 
to the native who had brought us to the 
cave. He cut out the gall to sell to the 
Chinese, who extract a medical oil from 


the gall of cat animals, and kept for him- 


self the teeth and claws, which are highly 
prized for native jewelry. 

At 9 o'clock that night we returned in 
our car to Seremban with the three cubs. 
And in the morning Beni managed to con- 
trive a box with a wire front so we could 
take the cubs down to Singapore. They 
were half-grown and very tame when I 
finally brought them back to America, 
where I sold them to an animal dealer in 
Kansas City. 

One method of capturing a leopard, or 
any of the cat animals, is to dig a pit with 
very smooth sides about fourteen or fif- 
teen feet deep. The pit is concealed with 
leaves, some loose earth and a light cov- 
ering of brush. Then a corral, constructed 
of logs ‘driven into the ground and ‘bound 
with strands of rattan into a closely ‘knit 
fence, is built around and within two feet

More bamboos were firmly woven 
into the sides and top, sa that we could 
leave him safely for two or three days 
until we could get a strong, permanent 
cage.

When I finally got the leopard to Singa-

I always uSe for cat animals. It is made 
of two-inch teak planks, two and a quar- 
ter feet high by two and a half feet wide 
and five to six feet long, with iron bars 
at one end. ‘The other end is a solid board 
that slides up and down in grooves. In 
changing the leopard from the crude bam- 
boo crate, we opened the end-of the teak- 
wood cage, backed the crate up against it, 
lashed them together, chopped the end 
out of the crate and put meat through 
the bars of the teak-wood cage as bait. The 
leopard dashed into the new cage from 
which he had no opportunity to stand a 
ship’s company on its ears like the mem- 
ber of his species described tn the begin- 
ning of this article, and he remained se- 
curely in it, until he was finally landed in 
the Bronx zoo, New York, where he may 
dream of the day he almost succeeded ia 
making good his escape to the jungle.

MAN stripped to the shirt bruis-

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The New [Turkey a Real Democracy 


Exclusive Story From Kemal’s Forbidden Capital Says Government of Grand National Assembly Will Not 
Remain in Asia Minor—Ottoman Dynasty Now Recognized Only as Possessor of Caliphate of Islam’s a 
Title Something Like That of*Defender of the Faith Which the King of England Holds.

LEASANT women in red, ragged 

pantaloons, smart Turkish offi- 

cers in the old great-coats of 

Ottoman days, government Offi- 

cials in European dress and lamb- 

skin kalpaks, a Catholic Armenian 
in black beneath a black umbrella, six 
white-robed male nurses from a Red Cres- 
cent hospital bearing on their shoulders a 
heavy-covered stretcher on its way to an 
empty grave outside the town—all these 
are woven and interwoven in that deter- 
mined fabric of primitive human 
stuif which comprises the new 
Turkey. Just now, its govern- 
ment in Angora—the government 
of the grand national assembly of 
Turkey is its official title—is com- 
pleting its occupation of eastern 
Thrace under the terms of the 
armistice it signed with the allies 
in the konak of Mudania at 6:40 
a. m. on October 11. 

For the betier part of four years 
this ancient provincial capital of 
Angora, hidden 300 miles deep in 
the interior of Asia Minor, has 
been a forbidden city. Ringed for 
the first two Of those four years 
with enemies on every frontier, no 
westerner has been permitted to 
enter Siege-encircled Asia Minor 
without special permission from 
the authorities here. There is 
only one place where that permis- 
sion may be obtained. It is on 
the second floor of the Red Cres- 
cent building in the Stamboul sec- 
tion of Constantinople, where 
Hamid Bey, director of the Turkish 
Red Crescent, has been acting as 
Angora’s representative in the 
old Ottoman capital. At this of- 
fice, all foreigners who desire to 
enter Turkish territory in Asia 
Minor, have had to make applica- 
tion. American relief workers, of- 
ficial Americans and American 
business men have all alike been 
compelled to file their applications 
tere, and to wait after filing them until 
they have been telegraphed. 9, Angora and 
an answer has been receiv © The result 
has been that only a handfuy of Americans, 
most of them workers for the Near East 
relief of 151 Fifth avenue, New York city, 
have entered the interior of Asia Minor in 
the last four years and only a small pro- 
portion of them have visited Angora. 

So the new Turkey re-enters Europe as 
the most widely unknown government in 
the world. Out of the obscurity of four 
years of siege, it finds itself suddenly be- 
come the world’s. question mark. 

Amid the crowded cobbled streets of 
this town of Angora, amid the hubbub of 
the grand national assembly which meets 
every day at 1 o’clock (except Friday, 
which is the Moslem Sabbath,) in the gray 
stone building at the foot of Angora, one 
soon discovers that the old Ottoman gov=-" 
ernment of Constantinople is gone forever. 
“The sick man of Europe” is dead. 


ity in 


T was on the night of March 15-16, 1920, 
that Constantinople ceased to be the 
©@ttoman capital. The Turkish government 
of Angora which has succeeded it, recog- 
nizes the acts of the Ottoman government 
up to the morning of March 16. In the 
early hours of that morning, British troops 
in Constantinople arrested scores of Otto- 
man deputies and deported them to Malta, 
while other scores fled from the city to 
make their weary way 300 miles across 
country into Angora. That action put an 
end to the Ottoman parliament’s effective 
existence at Constantinople, and on the 
morning of March 16, 1920, the Turkish 
government here holds that the old Otto- 
man Sultanate, the old Ottoman 
ment and the old Ottoman parliament had 
alike ceased to exist. The new Turkey 
here has no intention of making Constan- 
tinople its capital again. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this town of Angora will 
continue to remain the capital of the new 
Turkish government. Its natural adaptation 
for a capital is not of the best, and it is 


govern-* 
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highly probable that some other town will 
be chosen for its permanent seat. It seems 
probable that Eski-Shehr, at the junction 
of the Bagdad railway and the Angora 
branch, will be chosen. Eski-Shehr is 100 
miles nearer Constantinople than Angora 
and the Bagdad railway affords it direct 
communication with the old capital. If 
Eski-Shehr is chosen for the permanent 
seat of the Turkish capital, its relation to 
Constantinople which remains the largest 
city in Turkey, will be something like the 
relation of Washington to New York in éhe 
United States.

Turkey, meets 


‘he Turkish. govern- 


ment here differs from 


the old Ottoman gov- 
ernment in another re- 
spect. It has no sultan. 
It recognizes the Otto- 
man dynasty at Constan- 
tinople, the dynasty 
which has ruled thé old 
Ottoman Empire since 
its foundation, as the 
holder of the Ottoman 
caliphate and as nothing 
more. In this capacity, 
the old Ottoman dynas- 
ty has no political pre- 
rogatives in the new 
Turkey. Supreme au- 
thority in the Turkish 
government here is 
vested in the grand national assembly itself, 
a house of 342 elected deputies who sit 
in the small gray stone building at the 
foot of Angora, the building over which 
the Turkish Crescent and star flies by 
night as well as by day. 

In the composition of the new Turkey, 
it is the assembly which ratifies all treaties 


with foreign states, it is the assembly which 
in reality will be negotiating the treaty of 
peace with the allies at the conference 
which, as this article is being written, 
seems about to be called, It is the assem- 


bly which elects its president—the posi- - 


tion occupied now by Field Marshal Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha—and its ministers for 
war, foreign affairs, interior, justice, 
finance, economies, health, education, etc. 
Unlike most other governments, the as- 
sembly here retains its control over its in- 
dividual ministers; unseating’them as well 
as seating them, and thus holding within 
its own hands the legislative as well as 
executive functions of a government, func- 
tions which in the case of the United States 
government are separated. In no govern- 
ment does the parliament retain such com- 


plete control of the country as this assem- 
bly does at Angora. I have sat many times 
in the small wooden galleries of the assem- 
bly’s chamber here, looking down on the 
crowded floor of the chamber. With its 
rows of wooden desks at which the depu- 
ties sit, it reminds one curiously of a 
school room. It is a school room. And 
the school in which these 342 deputies 
who may be found sitting, standing or walk- 
ing about among their desks, have been 
learning the lessons of self-government, has 
been the bitter school of four years of 


Seige. 


It is these depnuties who now recognize 
no sultan in Turkey, and the Ottoman 
caliphate at Constantinople which they do 
recognize, is an Islamic institution and not 


purely a Turkish institution. It is some- 


what difficult to find in the west an analo- 
gy which might make the nature of the 
caliphate plain. 


SLAM is a great, faith, numbering 250,- 
000,000 adherents, most of whom are 
concentrated in Turkey, Arabia, Egypt and 
along the African seaboard to Morocco, in 
the Caucasus, in Central Asia, in Persia, 
India and on through China to the Philip- 
pines, where the United States government 
has about 250,000'Moslems under its rule. 
Although these Moslems are divided among 
themselves on many questions, when they 
feel themselves threatened from without, 
they do tend to draw together into a sin- 
gle unity. The symbol of that unity is 
the caliphate, just as the symbol of the 
unity of Christianity is the title of defender 
of the faith which is held by the king of 
England. But the difference which now 
arises between the defender of the faith 
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Field Marshal Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha, president of the government 
of the grand national assembly of 
Turkey, who has raised up a new 
Turkish government on the ruins of 
the old Ottoman government.

ple, is that the defender of the faith is 
also king of England and the caliph today 
is caliph and no more. 


Angora’s sole industry today is the ‘gov- 
ernment of the grand national assembly 
and its army. In a present population of 
some 45,000 (its normal population was 
25,000), there is no permanent foreign 
population in the town except an Italian 
bank manager, an American relief worker 


and the personnel of the Russian, Azer- 
baijan and Afghan legations.who are ac- 
credited to Mustapha Kemal Pasha, presi- 
dent of the government. During the month 
I have spent here the only foreigners who 
have come and gone -have been ihe per- 
sonnel of missions from Bokhare and the 
Ukraine, two French civilians, a French 
woman writer, and an American commer- 
cail attache. The only American who is 
permanently situated here is Miss Flor- 
ence Billings, of Hatfield, Masse¢ who rep- 
resents the Near East reliefs workers 
throughout Asia Minor.

It was not until the world war that 
men became aware of the possibilities of 
the usefulness of dirigibles. In fact the 
allied world was amazed to find what things 
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Yet, Is Cost Too Heavy 
to Pay for Complete 
Conquest of Air? 


the Germans had wrought in these lines. 
- What horror they struck in the hearts of 
the English during. the war raids is a mat- 
ter of record. 

A number of adventures in dirigibles 
were known previously but it was the Ger- 
man Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin in his 
experiments for the German government 
who fi 1900 made the ‘great Stride which 
gave the dirigible his name. 

And since those first Zeppelins many 
new improvements have been made so that 
the dirigible is now even more formidable 
to the whims of the air than she was in 
those first days of her inflated glory. 

The history of the air bags dates back 
to September, 1782, when the Montgolfier 
brothers succeeded in sending up a paper 
bag inflated with hot air. This, so far as 
we know, is the beginning of aircraft. In 
this same year the free balloon was launch- 
ed. In November, 1782, Marquis d’Ar- 
landes, a Frenchman, and his pilot, De 
Rosier, made the world’s first balloon as- 
cension. 

After a century of experimenting the 
first directed flight of a dirigible was 
made. Henri Giffard, also a Frenchman, 
in 1852, accomplished this feat. His ship 
was driven by a Steam engine of three 
horsepower. It possessed an 11-foot screw 
propeller and made six miles an hour when 
the wind was right. 

But the steam engine was bulky and 
impractical for the lighter-than-air  ma- 
chines. The problems of weight, of fuel, 
and of fire were too difficult to surmount 
so that there were great impediments in 
the way of developing a useful air machine 
driven by such an engine. 

Charles Renard introduced the electric 
motor into aircraft. In 1884 he installed 
in a flying machine a 200-pound electric 
motor generating nine horsepower. For 
each 88 pounds of weight the battery de- 
livered one shaft horsepower. The bat- 
tery was composed of chlro-chromic salts. 

Fourteen and a half miles an hour Re- 
nard made as great crowds gathered in the 
Place de la Concorde and on the Paris 
boulevards to watch the miracle. But even 
though the crowd gaped and pronounced 
this feat and the accomplishments that 
followed a great success it was seen by 
those who were wiser than the crowd that 
the electric motor was also impractical even 
for a rigid dirigible. 


HE storms and the winds made play- 

things of every gas bag—the free bal- 
loon, the steam engine driven bag and the 
electric motor dirigible. ‘t was impossible 
for the pilots to steer their courses through 
the battling elements. Then came the gaso- 
line motor. Mter it was developed to gen- 
erate more than a dozen horsepower air 
adventurers /began to turn up their noses at 
the winds that blew. 

Up to this time the most successful ex- 
perimenters had been among the French. 
An AusStrian by the name of Swarz now 
came forward with the first work and driv- 
en by a gas motor. But it was the famous 
Brazilian, Santos Dumont, who built, 
equipped and made to operate in each direc- 
tion at his will a lighter-than-air machine, 
In 1898 he made this dramatic demonstra- 
tion. 

In 1901 the world was astounded with 
Duinont’s demonstration that he could cir- 
cle Eiffel tower. In the su:yner of 1919 a 
dare-devil swooped down from the air in a 
heavier-than-air plane and flew beneath the 
Arc de Triomph without grazing the tips 
of his wings. There was talk that the chap 
should be arrested for attempting such a 
daring flight. And immediately there was 
a ruling made that it would thereafter be 
considered illegal for any man to attempt 
to fly beneath the arch. 

There was much more comment against 
the chap for daring such a stunt than there 
was praise of the accomplishment. In these 
few years men had grown so used to air 
miracles. Just to think, in 1901 man first 
made an airship to answer to his will in 
the matter of direction. Eighteen years 
later a man makes a plane come down to 
within a few feet of the earth and directs 
it without harm through an archway scarce- 
_ ly wider than the tips of his ship’s spread 


wings} ag 


Some of the people on the boulevards 
are disturbed in their morning walk down 
the Champs Elysees, but there is really not 
much comment over the accomplishment. 
What will another score of years bring? 

~ In 1903 the first successful flight in a 
man-carrying heavier-than-air machine was 
made. (Just 16 years before the birdman 
made his daring flight through the Arc de 
Triomph!) This time the honors went to 
the Americans. The Wright brothers, of 
Dayton, Ohio, made this historic trip at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C. 

After this accomplishment men in gen- 
eral accepted the fact that the air will be- 
come a means of travel and a means of 
transportation. | 

HE first effort to cross the Atlantic 

from America to the British Isles was 
made by Walter Wellman, it will be re- 
membered. His ship, ‘‘America,’’ was 228 
feet in length and 52 feet in diameter. 
It was built to lift 12 tons. The envelope 
which carried the gas weighed about two 
tons. 

To this bag was attached a car 156 feet 
long. Under the floor of the car was stored 
the 9,000 pounds of gasoline estimated to 
be necessary for the trip. Three 80-horse- 
power engines drove the giant bag. A 27- 
foot lifeboat was swung beneath the car. 
Sextants, compasses and other ship para- 
phernalia equipped the car. 

On October 15, 1910, Captain Well- 
man, with a crew of five in a dead calm 
were towed out to Sea by a motorboat from 
Atlantic City. After three days they were 
picked up by the steamer’ Trent, 375 miles 
off Cape Hatteras. The engines had not 
stood thé test of the heavy storms which 
rose out of the sea. : 

With the engines out of commission the 
big bag had drifted, the plaything of the 
winds until the steamer had rescued the 
helpless crew. -The floating ship had to 


be abandoned. The material loss was great, 
but the experience these men gained mark- 
ed a big advance in the knowledge of air- 
craft. : 
Later Melvin Vaniman, who was chief 
engineer with Wellman,’was placed in com- 
mand of a balloon equipped by the city of 
Akron to make a transatlantic flight. While 
making a trial flight above Atlantic City on 
July 2, 1912, this bag exploded, killing 
Vaniman and four of his crew. This damp- 
ened America’s ardor in the matter of 
transatlantic air driving. 

Germany having made a fearful demon- 
Stration during the war of what Zeppelins 
can mean to a nation, each nation since 
that time has seemed to give special at- 
tention to creating these monsters which 
are to eonquer the air. America, at the 
close of the war, was in possession of some 
brilliant ideas about the heavier-than-air 
craft and had put herself in a position to 
turn them out as she turns shoes out of a 
factory. 

But dirigibles were another matter. Italy 
had a great balloon that certain men, in- 
fluential in governmental affairs, felt the 
United Statés should have. England had 
the great R-38, which also seemed geod to 
these men who took care of America’s in- 
terests in such’ matters. We were partic- 
ularly destitute of these super-dirigibles. 

These worthy men looked across the 
Atlantic and arranged to purchase these 
two giants. We needed them to sustain 
our pride or our dignity or our national 
footing. We sent an equipage of stalwart 
officers to England to make a test of the 
big English ship for which we were to pay 
the British government $2,000,000. 


NE bright morning 15 or more of them, 

with about 30 British airmen, made 
the trial trip, which was to say whether 
or not the Americans should start with 
the great ship across the Atlantic. After 
a short time the crowds beneath watched 
the monster drop flaming into the Humber 
river close to the town of Hull. 

The -tragedy sent a shudder through the 
civilized world. It was said that “bad de- 
sign in the casing and weakness in the 
frame work which was unable to stand the 


Strain of full flight’? led to the disaster. 
What really happens in these air calamities 
is most often difficult to determine, as the 
men who really understand it are, as a rule, 
lost in the wreckage. 


And not many months later came the 
Roma. She had been purchased from the 
Italians and her American commander, Cap- 
tain Dale Mabry, was very proud of her 
as indeed was the whole of America’s air 
force. The Roma was a new toy but such 
a great, big, beautiful, formidable play- 
thing. 

Que day in February last the big ship 
Strutted about among the clouds in an ef- 
fort at establishing a new speed record. 

She nosed down 
to earth. The crowds watched, gasping a 
little, that the captain dared to ‘‘do stunts” 
with such a giant.

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‘Accountant Becomes London’s 539th Lord Mayor 


First Member of His Proizssion to Be Chief Magistrate of the “Richest Square Mile in the World” Says Dick- 
ens’ Exposure of “Bumbledom” First Interested Him in Civic Affairs—Office That Costs Holder Dear. 
Stupendous Dignity of Wearing Job.

HE ancient city of London recent-. 


ly solemnly elected and has now 

triumphantly installed its 539th 

lord mayor. With all the time- 

honored ceremonial, rigmarole 

and fuss and feathers generally 
that annually costs the city about $100,- 
000, its new chief magistrate has been in- 
ducted into office and for the next year 
will be kept busy performing the duties 
of a post that is easily the most colorful 
and picturesque in the world. And inci 
dentally one of the most onerous and gen- 
erally taxing—particularly on the bank ac- 
count and the digestive apparatus of the 
holder.

in creation. His little city is the center 
of British commerce, and though it. boasts 
only about 16,000 actual residents and is 


practically deserted by night, more than a 
million people do business there in the 
day time. It is really a complete country 
all by itself and is in some respects an 
ally rather than an humble subject of the 
British government. British troops may 
not march in its streets without permis- 
sion and the king himself may not enter 
it without the leave of the lord mayor, 
who meets him at the city’s gates and 
hands him a golden key wtth which to 
unlock them. It happens that there are no 
gates now, but that does not interfere with 
the ceremony. 

The lord mayor is at the head of a po- 
lice force that has nothing to do with the 


profession he is 
a chartered ac- 


countant and he 
has the distinc- 
tion, of which 
he is exceed- 
ingly proud, of 
being the first’ 
member of his 
calling who has 
ever attained to 
the exalted of- 
fice that is now 
his. 1 don’t pre- 
tend to be able 
to explain to 
you wheretn a 
chartered ac- 
countant differs 
from the com- 


mon or garden 
variety, but ac- 
cording to one’s 
general under- 
standing the for-

lord mayor rich. And rich he needs to 
be, since it wil cost him anything from 
$75,000 to $100,000, in addition to his 
official salary of $50,090, to keep up the 
impressive state and dispense the lavish 
hospitality that is expected of him das chief 
magistrate. of what has been called the 
“richest square mile in the world.” 

n a brief interview which he gave me 
on the day following his election, Mr. 
Moore made the interesting statement that 
it is largely owing to the influence that 
the writing of Charles Dickens exerted 
over him as a boy that he has now become 
London’s lord mayor. 

“As a youngster,” he said, “I was a 
member of a Dickens reading circle, and 
the great social reformer’s novels, which 
first appeared as serials in fortnightly 
parts, were read at our meetings. It was 
Dickens’ exposure of the evils of Bumble- 
dom and municipal abuses generally that 
first prompted me to take an interest in 
civic affairs.” 

Now 67, which is young as lord mayors 
of London go, Mr. Moore entered the old 
established city accounting firm, Moore 
& Wallis, of which his father was a mem- 
ber, when he was only 16. Later, on en- 
tering into partnership with his father, he 
was appointed an associate of the dnsti- 
tute of Chartered Accounts, of which he 
is now vice president. He is also a past 
master of the Worshipful Company of 
Fruiterers, one of the old city guilds, and

police force of the rest of the metropolis, 
and, unlike all the other police depart- 
ments of England, is not even under the 
authority of the home office. He is at the 
head of a corporation that’ can do what- 
ever it pleases with its funds. Not much 
depends upon the man himself—it does 
not matter greatly whether he is a big 
manor a little one—but the weight of 
the dignity vested in the office he holds 
for a year is something stupendous. 
Outside the city poundaries the lord 
mayor ranks as an earl and takes prece- 
dence as such, but inside them he takes 


. precedence over all mankind, save and ex- 


cept his sovereign only. All lord mayors, 
however, aren't quite such sticklers for 
their rights as was one Sir James Shaw, 
who filled the office in 1906, the year 
in which Lord Nelson died. At the funeral 
of England’s great naval hero three of the 
king’s sons——the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
of York and the Duke of Clarence—rode 
in the procession. As far as Temple Bar, 
which marks the- western boundary of the 
city, they were first. But at the halt there 
Sir James Shaw claimed, and duly asseried, 


tached to his office. These swords num- 
ber four—the pearl sword presented by 
Queen Elizabeth in 1571; the sword of 
State; the black sword used on fast days 
and at the death of any member of the 
royal family, and the sword of justice, 
which is placed before the lord mayor’s 
chair when he sits as a judge at the central 
criminal court. 

As for the lord mayor’s chain of office, 
it is so valuable that the city’s chief magis- 
trate, at the beginning of his term, has to 
enter into a bond for its safekeeping. The 
diamonds with which it is set are alone 
worth $600,000. The collar, which is of 
pure gold, measures five feet four inches 
in all. 

Tremendous as*is the dignity of the lord 
mayor of London today, however, he was 
an even more awesome personage in the 
past. Men have been hanged for forcible 
resistance to his authority and it is on 
record that one Richard Byfield, in the 
year 1479, was fined 50 pounds “for pre- 
suming to kneel too close to his lordship

and also their kKanguage, One of the In- 
dian commissioners of the United States 
vovernment describes. the Creek Indians as 
tollows : 
= men are tall, erect and = ro- 

bust; their limbs are well shaped so as 

to form a perfect human figure; their fea- 
tures are such as to give them a dignified 
appearance; the eye is rather small and 
very black; their complexion is a redish 
or copper color; their Nair long, 
coarse and brown. The Creek ‘Women are 
of short stature well-formed round faves, 
the eve large and. black.” 


The Cherokee men are very much 
the Muscogee men, but the Cherokee wom- 
en appear to be of a very different type 
from that of the Creek woman: The 
Cherokee women are tall, slender, erect, 
and of a delicate frame; their features 
formed with perfect symmetry, their coun- 
tenance cheerful friendly; they move with 
grace and dignity. 

The Seminole Indians are of a copper 
color, over six feet tall. One.of the best 
specimens of the Seminole race is that of 
Qceola, who died in prison-in 1838. He 
was born and reared in Wiregrass Georgia. 
When he reached the age of twelve vears, 
he moved to Florida. 

In the study of the Indians of Georgia, 
and from such information as | could get 
from books, and from tradition, and from 
old citizens, I have been surprised at the 


intelligence and their high regards for jus- . 


tice and truth. If vou have heard that the 
indians who then lived in Georgia, were 
something like wild animals, you are very 
much mistaken. They had plenty sense, 
had their own ideals of life, and as a rule 
they were no better and no worse than 
other nations of people. I wish to say to 
the credit of the Creek Indians that so far 
as I have been able to ascertain they never 
gave the pioneer settlers of south Georgia 
any trouble whatever. ‘‘Mother Jones’’ and 
her generation lived among them for twen- 


ty years, and more, without having anv-. 


trouble of. any sort. They often came to 
her home, ground their corn on her milt 
and swapped their guns with her boys.One 
of the first words the Indians learns is 
“swap.’ The reason for that, is because 
of trade with the white people. We are 
accusiomed to think that the Indians lived 
in the woods, had no houses and no 
clothes, and no means of warfare except 
with their tomahawk, and their bows and 
arrows, bul in this we are very much mis- 
taken. 


like 


The Creek Indians were religious in a 
way. They believed in the Great Spirit. 
They could not understand how you could 
get religion out of a book. They believed 
in a future state of rewards and punish- 
ments. They had some sort of religious 
ceremonies, but had no organization which 
in any way corresponds with out churches. 


\ HEN Mr. Oglethorpe came to Savannah 

he got in touch with that noble chief, 
Tommiechichi, made friends with him and 
entered into trade relations with him and 
all the Creek Indians. The following is a 
schedule of prices agreed upon by Mr, 
Oglethorpe and the Creek Indians: five 
skins for one white blanket; ten buckskins 
for a gun; five buckskins for a pistol; four 
for a one buckskin for a 


buckskins rull; 


couple of measures of powder; one buck- 


skin for stxty bullets; two buckskins for 
one white Shirt;. one doe hide for a knife; 
two buckskins for a hoe; two buckskins 
for ‘an. axe; three doe skins for a_ large 
hatchet; ore, buckskin for a pound of brass; 
this being the 18th day of May, 1734, it will 
be seen by the above that the Indians 
buy all the guns and all the powder and 
all the bullets fromthe white people that 
they were able to pay for; it will also be 
seen that they bought blankets, shirts and 
cloth, consequently they wore clothes of 
some sort; generally however, the clothes 
of the Creek Indians consisted of hunting 
shirt of some sort with buckskin breeches. 

I have said that so far as I could as- 
certain the Creek Indians had no towns in 
this section of Wiregrass Georgia, but they 
often came to this section on hunting trips; 
they would select some camping ground 
and Stay there for several weeks. 

As it has been seen the buckskins were 
very vaulable for.trading purposes and the 


~ flesh could be used for eating. 


When the weather was good the Indians 
apened up the deer, cut out the. bones and 
léft-the meat on the skin. When they 
traveled, the skin was rolled up with the 
meat inside, and when they stopped for 
camp the ‘meat could be hung up in the 
Sun to cure, and when thus cured would 
he kept for weeks. 

"T° UE Indians in passing from the Oconee 

‘iver to Chattahoochee and Flint rivers, 
and alsofrom the Ocmulgee river down to 
the Okefenokee swamp and into Florida, 
would pass through this section of Georgia. 
They had Indian trails, with regular crossing 
places at the rivers and creeks, and Indian 
Ford and Indian Spring on the Seventeen 
Mile creek, about five miles east of Doug- 


slas, was one of their crossing places; they 


had a regular camping place near the J. M. 
Lott old place, about fifteen miles north- 
eaSt of Douglas. Many of the early settlers 
of this section used to go to the camp 
and trade with them. One of the Indian 
trails led from the Ocmulgee river down to 
Florida, and is known as the “‘trail ridge.’’ 
Indian mounds are to be seen along the 
east banks of the Seventeen Mile creek. 
There is one near the Indian ford; one near 
Gaskin Springs and others in the hammocks 
along the creek. There is much specula-

tion as to what use the Indians made of 
these mounds; they seem to be - 
yards. Places where they’ buried 
dead. By digging ti these meunds, you will 
find such implements as the Indians uséd, 


such as flints, pottery and sometimes hu- 


man bones. 

The Indian villages on the Chattahoochee, 
Flint and Oconee rivers, were built of logs 
and boards. 
some sapling: poles were put up a rough 
manner and covered. In cold weather a 
fire was built in the center of it, to this 
everybody was welcome, and there was 
plenty of room, as the structure covered 
about twenty by thirty foot space. The In- 
dians had their little huts for-their families, 
circled around this centrally located build- 
ing in the same manuér as many houses 
are today found around<a mill quarter, but 
the buildings looked more like dog houses 
and goat houses. 


'e each of these towns the men were 
put into classes, there being gun men, 
consisting of those who owned guns and 
understood how to use them: Also a class 
of men who used spears and those who 
used bows and arrows; around the villages 
were some Indian farms, the fences were 
made of pine poles, and the land was culti- 
vated mostly by the women. They had 
hogs, cows, and some sheep and, strange 
to say, some of them owned negro Slaves. 
They grew corn, peas, pumpkins and fruit. 

You must remember that they often 
came in contact with the white people, 
and learned to farm, raise stock and other 
things. Then Georgia was owned by the 
English, they sent missionaries to the in- 
dians. Traders. of all sorts, French, Eng- 
lish, Spanish and American all traded with 
the Indians. -The Indians, from time to 
time, made long trips to Savannah and 
Charleston, South Carolina, and some went 
as far as New York city. 

Dr. Jefferson Wilcox, who has a wonder- 
ful memory, says that he heard a tradition 
of an Indian chief, by the name of Ocilla, 
who lived in Wiregrass Georgia, died in 
what is now Irwin county and was buried 
there. It may be that the name of Ocilla, 
now the county site-of Irwin county, was 
named for him. 

The Indians deserve our thanks for leay- 
ing this section of Georgia unharmed. The 
timber, the ganfé and ‘the fish were left 
here in good condition. They did not burn 
the woods, nor poison the fish, nor destroy 
the timber. 


NE of the strangest things about the

We hear Tommiechichi, who 
made friends With Oglethorpe, and Osceo- 
la, who.gréw up in south Georgia and be- 
came famous as an Indian chief among the 
Seminoles. We also hear something about 
Billy Bowelgs, a great warrior among the 
Semdnoles of Florida. 

When General Oglethorpe made his 
treaty with the Creek Indians, in 1734, it 
also included the Seminoles, who at that 
time lived in south Georgia and Florida, 
but in 1750, the Creek and Seminole In- 
dians had trouble among themselves, and, 
by. mutual agreement, the Seminoles went 
to Florida and the Creeks remainded in 
south Georgia. : 

By the study of the Indian language, we 
find that many of the principal streams in 
south Georgia were named bv the Indians. 
The Indians named the Chattahoochee, 
Ocmulgee, Oconee, and Ohoope rivers; 
they also named the Coochee creek, and 
the Willacoochee creek. The Indian names 
usually ended with “ee,” however, it some- 
times happened, owthge to the meaning of 
the word, that. the name of the creek or 
river ended with $@,”" such as Altamaha, 
Allapaha, and so forth. St. Illa and the St. 
Marys rivers appear to be Spanish names. , 
Later on we Shall see how other streams 
in “Mother Jones’? Wiregrass country re- 
ceived their names.

T must be remembered thai I 
I writing a history of the Indians, who 
lived in Georgia during the pioneer days, 
but as they owned and occupied this coun 
try at the time “Mother Jones” cames here. 
1 deem it proper to tell you something 


about the Indians as ‘“‘Mother Jones” and 
her tribe found them here, and was forced 
to deal with them from time to time. Fi 
nally by treaties and otherwise, all the In- 
dians left Georgia and mest of them left 
Florida. So, as far as 1 can ascertain, we 
never had ‘any. serious trouble with the 
Creek Indians. Our first trouble with the 
indians was with the Seminoles, which re 
sulted in war with them, which began Nov 
ember 20, 1817 and ended October 31, 
1818; our second war with the Seminoles 
began November 1, 1834, and ended Octo- 
ber 14, 1842; our last war with the Sem-

never get her pet lamb over the threshold of the juvenile halls of 


learning,’’ SayS One wise One. 
Then, granting thai Mary did have a little lamb and .that this little lamb did 


go to district school, what’s up? 


Just this! 

It’s the city and country again. Who has 
the better chance, the boy or girl who is born 
and bred in Squedunk or Atlanta? How much 
chance have you yourself at success? Did the 
country or city give you your chance? Where 
will you live to give your children the best 
chance? 

Round One of the city defenders goes like 
this: 

“The country boy and girl, young man and 
woman, have absolutely no way to earn money and 
have a decent economic independence. To be sure, 

farmer papa gives Jimmy a colt, but this colt becomes 
father’s horse. Mary’s “darling little baby chickens” be- 
come layers for mamma, and even Mary’s lamb becomes 
papa’s sheep, and that’s why we never had a sequel about 
the old, weary, but still affectionate sheep still following 
little Mary to district school.” 

And what could be neater in the way of argument? 


We're off! 


HE saw them in the shelter house, the woman whose 
business it is to check vice in the making. It was gray 
dawn. Their rouge was streaked, their marcels askew, 
their hands grimy. As they applied the aids of gold-plated 
vanity cases, the woman did her detective work. “It’s sus- 
picious to see a girl wash her face and comb her hair early 
in the morning,” she says. Her suspicions were confirmed. 
Hardened denizens of the street, she decided, and they were 
dealt with accordingly. 

“That’s what. the city does to ’em,’”’ say the complacent 
small-town mothers. Listen! These two girls were reared 
in a rural community. Their forbears were brought up 
there, too. Each night these girls took the car to the city, 
plied their trade, and returned home in the morning. 

“The innocent little country girl is only a bit of fiction,” 
Say scores of workers for the Traveler’s Aid society and 
the Woman’s Protective association. “Her rouge is gen- 
erally not applied quite so adeptly, but her lipstick, eye- 
brow pencil, and powder do the same valiant work.” 


“Il cannot think of one single instance of the innocent 
little country girl who has been lured to the big city and 
been betrayed,’ says Miss Esther Boyce of the .Traveler’s 
Aid society. ‘She knows everything that the city girl 
knows. She dresses in the same way, thinks in about the 
same way, and does in the same way.” 

‘Once in a while they try to stage ‘the innocent stuff,’ ”’ 
said another worker. ‘‘Just-a few weeks ago we took into 
our charge two girls from a town of about 30,000. They 
pretended extreme ignorance of any offense, saying that 
in their little town they always spoke to everyone, men 
and women, whether they knew them or not.’’ 

She had run away from home, this girl, and faced them in 
bitter rebellion. ‘Go out and look at where I sleep and 
me for running away!” They looked. The girl’s bed was 
a heap of rags in a cow stable in the country, and “the 
old man and woman’? were dead drunk. Of course, that

was an extreme Case. 

“To sum it all up,’’ continues Miss Boyce. ‘‘We have 
never met a girl who ran away from home just because it 
was country. It is the home which determines this. We 
have six to fifteen runaways each month to deal with, and 
every one of them is a case of poor home environment, 
and it’s 50-50 as to whether that home is in the city or 
country.” 

Mrs. Sara Douglas, first policewoman of New York city, 
and now an agent for the Wom- 
an’s Protective association, once 
was policewoman in a small city 
in Ohio.

“Every boy in the world has a hundred to one better chance of growing into 
a good man if he starts in the country rather than the city,” he says. “One 
afternoon I sent out twelve workers to find out just what city boys were 
doing in an afternoon. They each took a different section and came back at 
night to report eighty different forms of destructive recreation that boys were 
indulging in. 

“A little boy of eight was caught stealing phonograph records from the back 
of an auto. He was much enchanted with his booty—‘When the Roll Is Called 
Up Yonder Ill Be There.’ 

“Just compare the country and city boy’s walk. The country boy puts into 
play all his muscles. He runs, jumps, climbs trees, plays tag, wades brooks, 
chases rabbits and swims. He comes home hungry and tired, eats and goes to 
bed to sound sleep. 

“The city boy looks at offensive movie and bill board 
posters. He stones a drunkard, hops wagons, breaks 
windows, loiters in the airless candy store, watches the 
bully and tough—in short, sees all the elements of lawless- 
ness, anarchy, shiftlessness and brutality. 

“The city street is one of the greatest perils of civiliza- 
tion and leads straight to the juvenile court and worse. 

‘‘There are seven. instincts of childhood that must be 
met in some way. They are achievement, curiosity, hunt- 
ing, fighting, rhythm, nurturing and the gang: The coun- 
try develops in the most wholesome way all these instincts 
except the last one. It is deficient there, but better recre- 
ation is taking care of this. 

“War tests proved that the city boy or girl was below 
the average of the country boy or girl physically, but above 
the country average in alertness, resourcefulness, endu- 
rance and quickness. This indicates that if the city child 
could only be brought into proper relationship with the 
city he would be the stronger man, but so far society has 
failed to bring him into this relationship. 

“The boy who runs the city streets may become one of 
four things—the saloon lounge, the skilled thief, the tramp 
or the ward politician. 

“The city is run bv people who come from the country. 

So, granting the better educational opportunities which the 
city boy has, I say utterly and finally that the country is ~ 
the place for the growing boy and girl.” 

Cudgels for both sides are being taken up the country 
over. Some statements flatly contradict others, but here 
they are: 

“There never has been written a rural play which does 
not deal with brothers and sisters quarreling over the 
property, the unforgiving squire who curses his daughter 
and sends her out into the storm, and the mortgage upon 
the farm, for the very reason that there is no other farm 
life but that,’’ says one. 

“The farmer’s chance of going to prison is very siight,” 
remarks a State nenitentiary warden. ‘Eighty-five «ity men 
go to prison for every fifteen farm men. The farmer mis- 
doer is never a repeater. One is enough for him.” 

“There are more divorces, more homicides, more Sui- 
cides, more seductions and more infidelities in the country 
than the city,’’ says another, giving statistics to show that 
small towns of Kansas have four times as much homicide 
as New York city, and that large city churches support not 
only themselves but many rural churches as well.” 

“The majority of mental maladies is due to city life,” 
declares a nerve specialist, adding that the rural school 
child suffers from serious physical neglect. 

“The city is too cold and unfriendly,’’ says one. “I saw 
the announcement in the paper of the birth of a baby in the 
apartment next door and the funeral of a man who lived in 
the apartment above. I hadn’t heard of either before.” 

“These vast lonely silences with no human companionship 
are intolerable,” writes a country dweller. ‘‘My next door 
neighbor could die and we wouldn’t know of it.” 

“O, to get away from people, people, people in this too 
friendly city!’’ says another, while social workers deal with 
hundreds of girls who annually rush from the country to 
the city in order to have a little more privacy in their lives.

No. None of them had. But one man 
suggested that I might get one aboard the 
Antelope, so before going to the postoffice 
I sauntered down the ramps to the Bassin 
de Commerce and went aboard the steamer. 

One of the stewards had a copy of yes- 
terday’s Western Morning Mail, which he 
said I was welcome to take, and 1 climbed 
the ramps again, sat down under a tree 
and searched the paper end for end for 
any detail of the business. 

Naturally I had never thought of read- 


ing the police court news—one doesn’t 
haul a bank cashier before the magistrates 
for discovering stolen property—but the 
matter had reached the police court for 
all. that. 

A sequel to the surprising discovery re- 
ported in our Monday’s issue came before 
the Plymouth bench _ yesterday, 
George Peters, 46, of 17 Friary terrace, 
Mutley, was charged with uttering three 
forged Bank of England notes for 5 pounds 
each, 

Police Constable Hathaway having given 
evidence of arrest, Henry Soames, second 
cashier of the Plymouth branch of the 
London and Western bank, stated that on 
July 2 last the accused, who is the wharf 
master at Millbay docks, paid in the sum 
of 42 pounds 16 shillings 3 pence in notes, 
checks and coin, to he placed to the credit 
of his employers, the Millbay Dock com- 
pany. 


HREE of the banknotes were subse- 

quently found to bear numbers which 
had been published as stolen by the ab- 
sconding banker, Bern2:a Schofield, who 
was drowned in the . wasie diaster last 
June, and upon furthest examination these 
three notes were discovered to be _ for- 
geries. 

Mr. H. W. Pearcey, for the defense, sub- 
mitted that there was no evidence of in-

tent to defraud, Peters having made no 
attempt to pass the notes into circulation. 
He claimed that the notes had come into 
his client’s possession in the ordinary 
course Of business, and had been paid into 
his employer’s account in the usual way. 

His client bore an unblemished reputa- 
tion, as was proved by the trust placed 
in him by his employers, and he—counsel 
—commented strongly upon the methagjs 
of a bank which allowed doubtful notes, 

whether stolen or forged, to remain in 
their possession undetected for nearly two 
months. 

Mr. W. Harvey Lord, watching the case 
on behalf of the London’ and Western 
banl asked permission to make a state- 
ment explanatory of the alleged lax meth- 
ods of the bank. 

Only a day or two after the notes in 
question were paid in the whole of the 
moneys stolen by Schofield had been dis- 
covered aboard the Aspasie. 

He submitted that the bank officials, 
knowing the notes were in London, could 
not be expected to display the same vigi- 
lance respecting their numbers as before. 

George Peters, electing to give evidence 
on his own behalf, stated that to the best 
of his knowledge he cashed the notes on 
or about June 30 for a steward discharged 
from the South African Shipping com- 
pany’s liner Matabele. 

He had frequently cashed notes in the 
same way for seamen, stokers and stew- 
ards paid off from the mail boats, and had 
no reason to suspect the notes were not 
genuine. He had never seen the steward 
before and had no very clear recollection 
of his appearance beyond the facts that 
he was short, broadly built. and clean 
shaven. 

He—the steward—had informed him he 
had been discharged for drunkenness. ‘‘And 
he looked it, your worship,’”’ said the wit- 
ness, amid laughter. 

Questioned by the prosecution, Peters 
said the man looked shabby and dirty, ‘‘as 
though he’d slept out a couple of nights.” 

He saw nothing remarkable in a dis- 
charged steward having 5 pounds in his 
possession. At the rate of 4 pounds a 
month and tips he would be surprised if a 
steward came off a three months’ voyage 
with less. 

He saw no reason for disbelieving the 
man’s statement that he had been dis- 
charged from the Matabele, that boat hav- 
ing called in the sound that same morning. 

Peters further added that the loss would 
be his, as he would have to refund the 15 
pounds to his employers out of his own 
pocket. 

It was stated by a representative of the 
South African Shipping company that no 
member of the Matabele’s crew had been 
discharged at Plymouth on this occasion. 

After consultation the magistrates de- 
cided to discharge accused on his own 
recognizances, a decision which was greet- 
ed with applause in court 

The chairman remarking that Peters 
had given his evidence in such a straight- 
forward manner as to make a good impres- 
sion on the bench, suggested that in future 
he should exercise more caution before 
cashing notes for strangers, with which ad- 
vice Peters was understood to express 
strong agreement.

ts all over at last. On the other hand, it is 
worthy of note that only once since 1770 
has a lord mayor died during his term of 
Office. 


dpe compensate the city’s chief magis- 

trate for the rigors of his office, how- 
ever, he has a number of. privileges that 
are enjoyed by no other. subject of the 


king. For one thing, he is the only person 
in the realm except the sovereign who 
has the right of visiting the Tower of Lon- 
don at any hour of the day or night. After 
every guard is mounted at the tower a 
countersign is chosen and communicated 


to the officer in command, and no one not’ 


in possession of it can hope to pass the 
portals after they once have been closed 
for the night. This countersign is, how- 
ever, by ancient custom *communicated to 
the lord mayor—-and to him alone of all 
his majesty’s leiges. 

The lord mayor also has the right of 
private audience with the king whenever he 


wishes. He has the entree to the royal 


‘court, he is a privy councillor and, as such, 


is entitled to be summoned on the death of 
his sovereign and, last but not least, his 
daughters may be married in St. Paul’s ca- 
thedral. 

‘If the lord mayor himself paid the rent 
of his official residence, the Mansion house, 
he might be able to claim that he got some- 
thing cheap, anyway. For although the 
site, across the street from the Bank of 
England, on which the Mansion house 
stands, is valued at some six and a quarter 
million dollars, the annual rent paid for it 
is exactly fifty. It is commonly supposed 
that the corporation of the city of London 
owns this site, but it actually belongs -to 


the rector of the church of St. Marv

Her question 
would indicate a little irritation: 

“Dost thou not care that my sister hath 
left me to serve alone? Bid her, there- 
fore, that she help me.” 

Martha was engaged in a very necessary 
work, that of the care of the house, and 
if, as Luke’s account would indicate, she 
had less appreciation of the supernatural in 
Christ, it is not strange that. she was vexed 
at Mary’s seeming indifference to the extra 
burden thrown upon her by the entertain- 
ment of their visitor. 

Biblical scholars have suggested fhat 
Martha was determined to provide a fine 
dinner, and that she was especially anxious 
on this occasion that the meal should be 
the best possible. 

Christ, who had taken advantage of so 
many previous opportunities to present a 
truth, seized upon this one to teach a very 
important lesson—a lesson that the world 
sorely needs at this very hour. 

‘‘Martha, Martha,’ said Christ, ‘thou 
art careful and troubled about many things: 
but one thing is needful: and Mary hath 
chosen the good part, which shall not be 
taken from her.”’ 


a. in that day Martha was so engrossed 
in the preparation of a tempting meal 

to complain of Mary’s devotion to the 
Mister. what shall we say of present-day 
society? 

The kindly rebuke administered to Mar- 
tha might well be administered to all hosts 
who in our time put the accent upon the 
food rather than upon the spirit of hospi- 
tality that lies back of the gathering. 

The entertainment of friends 
come a social burden, because the true 
spirit of friendship has been quenched by 
worldliness: If hospitality means anything, 
the food should be incidental to fellow ship, 
and not the principal thing to be thought of. 

Of what real value is a social gathering 
if, for days before its occurrence, the 
hostess must spend her time in hunting 
up new dishes and making the house radi- 
ant with flowers, and, for days afterward, 
devote herself to putting the house in 
order, all the time wondering if the affair 
was a success? 

Rivalry in sumptuousness and extrava- 
gance has robbed entertainment of its pleas- 
ure and inspiration. If eash dinner must 
be more costly and more attractive than 
the one of which it is a return; if new 
dresses must be prepared because-every 
one else is’ making special preparation, the 
whole purpose of these interchanges of 
courtesy is’ defeated.

About twenty years ago, Charles Wag- 
ner gave to the world a little book entitled 
“The Simple Life.’ It was an eloquent 
protest against the materialism that is 
aking man the servant of his possessions 
it was a plea for the resurrection of man- 
hood and womanhood, for the supremacy 
of the individual over his surroundings. 


UST as life is infinitely more important 

than all the inanimate world about us, 
so the independence of the individual is 
more important than the giving of pleas- 
ure to the sensual and to worshipers of the 
god of fashion. 

How much money can one hone Stly earn? 
Only so much as fairly measures the value 
of the service that he renders. How much 
should he desire to collect? No more than 
he can wisely spend. 

We speak of pepole being ‘independently 
rich.”” It is a misleading phrase: they are 
often dependently rich. They are depend- 
ent on a multitude of the things which 
they make essential to their happiness: 
dependent upon a multitude for personal 
service and attention which they have 
made necessary to their enjoyment, and 
dependent upon new and morbid excite- 
ments to break the monotony of existence. 
Their thoughts are absorbed in the vanjties 
upon frivolities. 


The teachings of Christ, if they will but 


give heed, will lift them out of the mire 
of material things up to the heights where 
they can Survey the things worth while. 
Mary chose the ‘‘good part’’ in her devo- 
tion—the part that cannot be taken from 
one. 

Society would experience a real reform 
and take a long step in advance if it would 
permit the Master to fashion the _ inter- 
course between friends so that the coming 
together of neighbors. and acquaintances, 
instead of giving rise to heart burning and 
envy, would be remembered for the glow 
of congenial companioship and the com- 
munion of kindred spirits. 

The second part of our text shows an- 
other side of Christ’s life. 

He was as tender as a

66 OE unto you, Pharisees!’*—the 


words cannot be uttered with mild- 
ness. Gentle persuasion was not sufficient 
for these habitual offenders—they needed 
a rod. “Ye tithe mint and rue and all 
manner of herbs, and pass over judgment 
and the love of God.” 3 

Christ often employed antithesis. He 
here contrasted the observing of things in- 
Significant with the ignoring of things of 
Supreme importance. 

He exposed the littleness of the tinsel 
philosophy of those who think to please God

with formality and observance of the letter 
of the law; He compared this with the 
righteousness of those who are true to the 
Spirit. Waat are mint and herbs when put 
in the scale against justice and the love of 
God? 

Christ did not counsel the abolition of 
all formality. Formality has its place if 
it is the outward form of real inward wor- 
Ship. ‘These (the great things) ought ye 
to have done, and. not to leave the other 
undone.” These are significant words. 


Sometimes one is heard to say that he 
does not regard going to church as nec- 
essary; that he worships in the woods; that 
he does not pray at certain times, but prays 
all the time. Those who in‘such language 
condemn formality and boast of a superior 
devotion should read the words above 
quoted. a 

While the mere attendance. at church 
may be of no value, if one does not enter 
into th® spirit of worship, there is no rea- 
son why one should substitute worsbip 
outside for worship in God’s house 

Christianity teaches addition rather than 
substitution. 

Worship is possible at any time and 
anywhere: but those who worship inside of 
the church usually worship outside also, 
while those who claim to substitute outside: 
worship for church worship often neglect 
to worship anywhere. 


ND so those who attempt io substi- 
a tute occasional prayer for prayer at 
Stated periods are apt to grow inio the 
habit of not praying at all. 

We ought to do both -the formal things 
andy the things informal; we should not 
pass Over either the small things or the 
great things: a Christian life is large enough 
to include both. 

Christ fext rebuked the vain—ihose 
who love the chief seats in the synagogues 
and salutations in the market places. 

In the course of His ministry Christ 
applied His philosophy in many different 
directions. The rebuke .administered to 
the Pharisees is directed at a very perma- 
nent sin—viz., self-importance. It could 
not but be offensive to Christ, who, though 
Supreme in merit, set His followers an ex- 
ample Th humanity. 

Pride has no place in Christianity. One 
who desires the prominence which the 
Pharisees so much loved has yet to learn 
the spirit of the Mastér. He put the en- 
phasis upon service to others rather than 
upon the attracting of attention. 

No wonder the Pharisees were irritated 
by His rebukes; no wonder that they “be- 
van to urge Him vehemently and to pro- 
voke Him to speak of many things: laying 
wait for him and seeking to catch some- 
thing out of His mouth.’ Sut the more 
questions they put to Him, the more com- 
pletely were they routed. 

And yet we have some, calling them- 
selves Christians, who say that Christ was 
but aman. Stfange that they should think 
one able to confound all the wise men 
among the Je Sages of all 
the ages—strange that they should think 
such a one merely a man! 

We find proof of Christ's deity in what 
He said and did and was, and this deity 
being established by the fact of Christ. 
we find it easy to believe all that is said 
Of His miraculous birth and resurrection. 

His claim to Messiahship is established. 
He came to save the world and His exam- 
ple can be followed without fear.

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'The New Turkey a Real Democracy 


UT if the new Turkish government at 
Angora has achieved a degree of de- 
mocracy which few other governments in 
the world have achieved, it is also con- 
fronted with far more serious problems 
than confronts most governments even in 
the turmoil of this pest-war world. After 
virtually twelve continual years of war, 
the Turkish government faces the task 
of practically building its country anew 
from the ground up. In about a third of 
Asia Minor, this statement is literally true. 
In the great devastated areas of the Pon- 
tus, Cilicia and back of Smyrna, the gov- 
ernment here is confronted with a _ prob- 
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lem which pigmies the devastated areas 
of France and Belgium. 

Naturally the government here at Ango- 
ra holds itself devasta- 
tions, just as the Greek government at 
Athens holds its own army innocent; and 
in any event, the blame for these devasta- 
tions is hardly relevant here. The fact is 
that there are wide areas of Turkey in 
which there is today hardly a house left 
Standing. 1 passed through one of these 
areas in coming up to Angora from the 
coast. To one who has seen the devastated 
areas in France, they are a horrible rela- 
tion of destruction.

I saw the charred walls- of houses, the 


of burned harvest, lost shepherd 
dogs which wandered through the ruins 
without flocks to watch, and villagers liv- 
ing in the fields without- homes or hope 
of homes. Mile after mile of country lay 
in ruins, country which before the war 
was one of the most fertile areas in the 
world. For 130 miles back of Smyrna, 
all the country is gutted in this fashion. 
Throughout the fat Cilician plain, at the 
northeast corner of the Mediterranean, the 
charred, bullet-spattered ruins of villages 
stipple the country. Up into the hills from 
the Black sea coast of Asia Minor, the 
Pontus is today a wreck. 

The problem of the reconstruction of 
these great devastated areas is one to 


remains 


which the new Turkey has not yet had 
time to address itself. It cannot*be ap- 
proached until after the peace, and then ‘it 
will call for far more financial “resources 
than the new Turkey commands. For the 
time being, until the conclusion of the 
peace conference, the energies of the gov- 
ernment will be concentrated on its for- 
eign Office andeits army. With the peace 
negotiations completed, it will at last be 
free to tackle the appalling problems of 
reconstruction which await it. 


| HAVE never seen such grim determina- 

tion as at present characterizes the new 
Turkey. From the time I first stepped 
ashore throughout: my journey up to An- 
gora, it has been my outstanding impression 
of the country. The explanation is, | 
think, to be found in the new conception 
of its country which characterizes the new 
government. Under the old Ottoman gov- 
ernment the Turks thought of themselves 
as Ottomans and tried to wake Ottoman 
Subjects of other races to a similar sense 
of Ottomanization. But the old concept 
of Ottomanization ended with the old Otto- 
man government. The new government 
here at Angora thinks of itself as the Tur- 
kish government and of its citizens of 
Turks, and the Turkish national conscious- 
ness has run high in consequence. The 
old concept of Ottomanization was an arti- 
ficial concept which had no historic back- 


ing among some of the races who formed 
part of the Ottoman Empire. But among 
the Turks, the concept of the Turkish na- 
tion has a distinct histori¢al value and it 
is the new concept of Turkish nationalism 
which finds utterance in the government 
of Angora. In the eyes of the Turks, it 
has lent a new and forceful meaning to 
the Turkish Crescent and Star. And there 
has rarely been a capital so draped with 
flags as Angora is draped with the Crescent 
and Star this afternoon.

HE treaty was finished at last. Six 
mom@hs had elapsed since the 
close of the great war. For four 
of these months the representa- 
tives of the allide powers, there 
at Paris, had been toiling des- 

perately to- get-it ready. It had been 
truly a race of peace with anarchy; 
for while Paris talked, European civili- 
zation was literally dissolving in chaos. 
Most of the difficulties, and every one of 
the serioups crises had arisen not so much 
out of any differences .of view of the stern- 
ness of the terms to be imposed upon con- 
quered- Germany, but out of deep-seated 
and bitter disagreements among the allies 
themselves. The center and focus of this 
conflict had been between President Wilson 
demanding a settlement upon broad princi- 
ples 
—and the other allied powers demanding 
various immediate material reparations ard 
territorial and other advantages. 

But here, at length, through many vicis- 
situdes, much darkened counsel, had emerg- 
ed a bulky white book, of over two hun- 
dred pages, bearing upon its cover, in two 
languages, the concise informatien that 
these were the “Conditions of Peace.”’ This 
momentous book, packed and crammed 
with meaning for the whole of humanity, 
the provisions of which were still for the 
most part secret, was now to be laid down, 
with ceremony, before the vanquished en- 
emy. Here were the names of representa- 
tives of twenty-seven alfa .ations and at 
the head of them all w 

The President of the United States of 
America, by: 

“The Honorable Woodrow Wilson, presi- 
dent of the United States, acting in his 
own name and by his own proper author- 
ity.” 

And following the names of the Amer- 
ican delegation were the British: 

“His Majesty the King of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
of the British Dominions beyond the seas, 
Emperor of India, by: 

“The Right Honorable David Lloyd 
George, M. P., First Lord of his Treasury 
and Prime Minister.”’ 

And after the Anglo-Saxon world,: so 
represented, came France and the. other 
allied nations, great and small, and at last, 
not the empire, nor yet the republic, nor 
yet the commonwealth, but 

Germany, by: 

“Count Brockdorff-Rantzau, 
Foreign Affairs of the Entpire.”’ 


Ares the names of this distinguished 
‘ array came the bulky body of the 
treaty itself, 440 articles, and then the 
pages for the signature of seventy allied 
leaders, to which would later be attached 
the great seals and the colored ribbons to 
symbolize, with a kind of ironical fragility, 
the new harmonies this vast document was 
aimed to bring about. And finally, near 
the end of it all, was the place at which the 
world was soon to point with a determined 
and yet somehow curiously uncertain fin- 
ger, and say to Germany: 

“Sign there.” 

“Done at Versailles, in a single copy, 
which will remain deposited in the archives 
of the French republic, and of which au- 
thenticated copies will be transmitted to 
each of the signatory powers.” 

Such was the treaty of Versailles, to be 
presented to the Germans on May 7 in the 
old Trianon palace. It was peculiarly and 
completely the work of the allied powers, 
for Germany, as already pointed out, was 
excluded at the start from any participation 
in framing the terms of the peace. There 
had been a complete unanimity of opinion 
in the allied world that by her course in 
the war, by the intent she clearly revealed 
in the peace of Brest-Litovsk, that she was 
entitled to have nothing whatever to Say 
about the terms of the settlement. It was 
clearly understood that she would be given 
no choice but to accept whatever conditions 
the allied and associated powers agreed 
upon among themselves. 


Desperately as the leaders dodged the 
term, the peace was thus to be an imposed 
peace, drawn up with no consideration of 
what Germany thought about it. It is fu- 
tile to speculate on the possibility of any 
other method; the fact is that this is the 
way the thing was gone about. 


There were a few men at Paris. capable 
of thinking beyond the exaggerated pas- 


Minister of 


sions of the moment, who from the early: 


days of the conference had kept in clear 
sight these more permanent tests of the 
treaty as factors of the peace. The presi- 
dent. of course, was the chief of these. He 
was asking at every turn: Is this just? Will 
the Germans sign it? Will it work? But 
he was not the only one. General Bliss, 
among the Americans, never lost his sense 
of perspective; and General Smuts among 
the British, though one of his important 
actions at Paris is open to sharp critcism, 
kept a steady head. 

These thoughtful leaders perceived clear- 
ly that there was grave danger of ruining 


the whole work of peace if the conference ~ 


should produce a treaty against which the 
mass of German opinion would at once re- 
volt. For there might easily ensue a re- 
fusal to sign or a collapse of organized gov- 
ernment, or a submission accompanied 
by a determination to overturn the settle- 
ment aS soon as a chance came—perhaps

all three. And men capable of perceiving 
these possibilities were also clear-sighted 
enough to realize that a peace resting upon 
military coercion for its acceptance and ob- 
servance could never be anything but a 
curse to the world. 


ates after the Germans invited 
on April 14 to come to Versailles, the 
fascinating puzzle, “Will they sign?” Won't 
they sign?” still occupied much time in 
the council of four and indeed among all 
the delegates. There was to be no rest 
from it henceforward until the end of June. 


As the terms of the treaty began to leak 
out there were more and more evidences of 
the reality of the problem. On April 24, 
Wilson reported a conversation of an 
American officer with Brockdorff-Rantzau, 
minister of foreign affairs, in which the lat- 
ter pronounced the terms of peace, so far 
as known, “to amount to slavery for Ger- 
many,” and declared that the government 
‘‘could not agree to such terms.” 


President Wilson interpreted this tele- 
gram to mean that Brockdorff-Rantzau typi- 
fied the extreme point of view. In the 
background he believed there was a more 
submissive body of opinion. His informant 
had suggested that the German people 
ought to know that a certain amount of dis- 
cussion would be permitted. He himself 
was inclined to agree in the proposal that 
the discussion should take place in writing. 

This was a decided advance upon the 
original idea of imposing the treaty with- 
out any discussion at all. It was finally 
agreed that the German delegation after re- 
ceiving the treaty on May 7 should be given 
fifteen days within which to make observa- 
tions and put questions, and that the allied 
and associated powers would make written 
replies to these before obliging the Ger- 
mans to make their final decision. Lloyd 
George opposed publication of the treaty 
on the ground that this would make 
changes more difficult. Clemenceau was 
strongly for the publication, and for the 
Same reason. 


were 


HE immediate test of the treaty there- 


fore—the whole treaty, both the terms 
and the league—would be its practicability: 
Would it work out? If justice were not 
possible in every one of the terms there 
still remained what was in Presiednt Wil- 
son’s view, the great-instrument of prac- 
ticability, the league of nations. If this 
were genuinely- and whole-heariedly ac- 
cepted by all nations it would, as soon as 
the world emerged from the shell-shock of 
the war and recovered its senses, modify 
unjust provisions and make the whole set- 
tlement more acceptable to the Germans, 
Everything, therefore, depended upon the 
league and the good will with which it was 
used. 

Under such limitations, in such an at- 
mosphere of exaggerated emotion, fear, am- 
bition, with such compromises, the treaty 
was at length completed. There had been 
delays; the German delegation had been sit- 
ting impatiently at Versailles, knowing only 
by rumor what was in this document and 
awaiting the moment of the presentation. 

On May 7 the great meeting took place. 
For the first time in five years the repre- 
Sentatives. of the allied nations and Ger- 
many met face to face. Everything had 
been done by the French, ‘who, beyond any 
other people, possess the genius for stag- 
ing such an event, to make the occasion 
truly notable. It was a day of great beau- 
ty; May at Versailles! One looked from 
the windows of the old palace where the 
ceremony was going on into gardens of 
Surpassing loveliness. The company in at- 
tendance had been scaled down to the low- 
est possible number, for the room was 
small, Beyond the actual delegates and the 
necessary interpreters and secretaries there 
were no spectators except a small group of 
journalists. It was altogether the most im- 
pressive and, indeed, important and crit- 
ical meeting of the entire peace confer- 
ence; far more impressive than the crowded 
and overstaged later ceremony of the sign- 
ing in the Palace of Mirrors. The outcome 
of the latter occasion was known, only the 
formalities of the actual signing were to be 
observed; but here at the Trianon palace, 
on this perfect May day, nothing was 
known. It was the first tremulous ,uncer- 
tain contact of bitter enemies. What would 
the Germans say? What would they do? 

It was such a moment as occurs rarely 
in history when the representatives of 
twenty-seven nations filed in to take their 
places around the great table. Here were 
the heads of the four most powerful nations 
in the world, a president and three prime 
ministers, and the leading men of many oth- 
ers. When all these had been seated, the 
door swung open, and with the words, “‘Les 
plenipotentiaries  alledands,” the Germans 
entered solemnly, the entire assembly ris- 
ing to its feet and standing in silénce 
while they took the places, The. leader, 
Count Brockdorff-Rantzau, tall, thin, black- 
clad, aristocratic appearing, seemed to ev- 
ery one who saw him under great strain. 
His face was pale and his bow to the head 
of the table, where stood Clemenceau, was 
awkwardly formal — ees 


RESIDENT WILSON sat at Clemenceau’s 
right, Lloyd George at his left. The 
doors were closed, but sunshine flooded the 
room. For a moment the delegation of 
Germans, a group of eight or ten men, sat 
facing in silence the array of the allied 
chiefs about them. Then Clemenceau, 
Short, powerful, impressive, rose in his 
place to speak. His words were sharp; 
came like bullets: 
“It is neither time nor the place for su- 
perfluous words.” 
Clemenceau had none, He looked straight 


at the German delegates there at the end 
of the table. 

“You wave before you the accredited 
plenipotentiaries of all the small and great 
powers united to fight together in the war 
that has been so cruelly imposed upon 
them. The time has come when we must 
settle our accounts. You have asked for 
peace. We are ready to give you peace.” 

He paused a moment, and then eentin- 
ued, with biting sententiousness: 

“We shall present to you now a book 
which contains our conditions. You wil be 
given every facility to examine those condi- 
tions, and the time necessary for it. Every- 
thing will be done with the courtesy that 
is the privilege of civilized nations. 

“To give you my thought completely, 
you will find us ready to give you any ex- 
planation you want, but we must Say at the 
Same time that this second treaty of Ver- 
sailles has cost us too much not to take 
on our Side all the necessary precautions 
and guarantees that that peace shall be a 
lasting one.” 

\ JITH this cutting reference to the for- 

mer peace of Versailles, when the 
Germans gccupied a very different position, 
he paused and the interprter, M. Mantoux, 
repeated his words in English. The whole 
of Clemenceau’s address did not occupy 
above two minutes. When all had also 
been interpreted into German the anxious 
moment arrived for some expression from 
the German delegates. What would they 
Say? 

Already a secretary had placed before 
Count Brockdorff-Rantzau a copy of the 
white book of the treaty. He gave it a 
single glance, but let it be untouched. Al- 
though actual discussion of the terms was 
to be entirely in writing, the leader of the 
German delegation had this one opportuni- 
ty to address the former enemies of Ger- 
many face to face. He did not, for some in- 


tention to them. 


explicable reason, rise from his seat as 
Clemenceau had done, and thus, at the very 
short start, offended the properties and 
placed himself and the German delegation 
at a disadvantage. He spoke slowly, arid 
sentence by sentence his words were inter- 
preted. 

“We are under no illusion as to the ex- 
tent of our defeat and the degree of our 
want of power. We know that the power 
of the German arms is broken.’’ 

Brockdortf-Rantzau reached the strong- 
ést elements in the German case only after 
thus antagonizing all his hearers. He 
Struck firm ground at last when he de- 
clared that, alone and powerless as Ger- 
many stood before the victorious powers, 
She had yet one ally—*‘the right which is 
guaranteed by the principles of 
peace.” Ne one could dispute the asser- 
tion that ‘the principles of President Wil- 
son have become binding for both 
parties to the war.’’ Criticism of the terms 
in relation to these principles must com- 
mand attention—or should have done so, 
if tactfully presented. A better note was 
Struck, though too late, by the declaration 
of Germany’s readiness to accept without 
demur all the sacrifices imposed uron her 
by those principles, if her rights under 
them were respected. 


"THE German minister’s words on the 
reconstruction of Europe, on Germany’s 
essential place in the economic order, on 
the necessity of a reasonable reparation 
Settlement and of allowing: Germany the 
means of paying did make an undoubted 
impression. Here he was touching on one 
of the most defective aspects of the set- 
tlement, as many in the allied camp already 
realized. His raising of the point stimu- 
lated the critics of the reparation settle- 
ment to renew their efforts to change it. 
But he was saying nothing that Wilson had 
not said some ten days before. 
Immediately the German answers began 
{Oo pour in, averaging one a day down to 
the time when the general “Observations 
on the Condition of the Peace’? was handed 
in on May 29. Although the task of an- 
swering these notes was turned over to 
the committees of experts, the four were 
also obliged to devote a good deal of at- 
This exchange of notes 
was conducted outside the veil of secrecy 
which shrouded the deliberations of the 
councils themselves. The Germans could 
not be restrained from publishing them; 
so the allies published, too. Although the 
notes on ‘both sides have mostly been pub- 
lished, the important discussions tn the 
council in regard to them have not been. 
These must be described, together with 
the incidenis of the final signing of the 
treaty, in the following chapter.

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inoles of Florida began December 20, 
1855 and ended May 8, 1858. Our trouble 
with the Seminoles of Florida was largely 
due to the negro slaves, who ran away from 
their masters in Georgia and went to Flori- 
da, and made their homes with the Sem- 
inoles. They inter-married with the In- 
dians and so you see a tie of relationship 
which bound them together, and so when 
the white people went to Florida to get 
their slaves, they generally found them 
emaking their homes with the Seminoles; 
and thus it was because of bad white men 
and bad Indians war was brought upon the 
country and the innocent often times made 
to Suffer. 

The Indian habit when traveling was for 
one to walk behind the other. So many 
feet in line made a trail, which was easy 
to follow. But when closely pursued the 
Indians would step out of line and walk 
away on tip-toes and the path would dis- 
appear and no one could tell which way 
the Indians -hhad gone. They often played 
this trick on the enemies. 


Vis the whites would go into Florida, 
and commit some act against the peace 
or property of the Indians in that state, the 
Indians would retaliate, coming into Geor- 
gia, stealing cows, hogs, and other prop- 
erty, and in some instances they killed and 
robbed the citizens of Wiregrass Georgia. 
To protect themselves against the attacks 
of the Indians, the white people built forts 
in south Georgia. 
what is now Homerville, in Clinch county, 
Georgia; there was another fort about five 
miles northeast of Douglas, near the home 
of Mr. John Peterson, at Huffer Ga.; these 
forts were built with pine poles stood upon 
the ends around two or three acre tract of 
land, they were braced inside with poles 
and made as strong as possible. 

Inside the fort grounds, small houses or 
rooms were constructed for living purposes 
for women and children, who went there 
for protection from time to time. About 
the vear 1837 a band of robber Indians 
passed through this country. All the fami- 
lies in reach of the fort near the Peterson 
home were commanded to come to the 
fort, which they did. About three miles 
north of Douglas, on a high hill overlook- 
ing the Seventeen Mile creek, lived a man 
by the name of Metts. As it happened his* 
family had taken refuge in the fort. Mrs. 
Metts told a negro woman to slip back 
home and get’ some clothes for herself and 
the children; when she failed to return on 
time investigation showed that the Indians 
had robbed the place and killed the negro 
woman. 

About the same time, a whole family 
by the name of Granthams were robbed 
and killed by the Indians. Granthams lived 
near what is now Pridgen, Ga. As soon as 
information of the murder reached the peo- 
ple, they hastily got up a small company 
of citizens to pusue the Indians, Among 
those in the company whose names I have 
secured were: Redding Metts, John Pass- 
more, Dot Hill, David Collins, John G. 
Tavior, Fred Merritt, Mr. Maddox, and 
others. The Indians were pursued and 
overtaken at the Flint river, near Albany, 
Ga. Many.of the Indians were killed, some 
swam the river and made their escape. John 
G. Taylor, who since that time, was a well- 
known Baptist minister in south Georgia, 
dived down to the bottom of the river and 
brought many of the Indians to land. 


BOUT the year 1836 Williafh Parker, 
4 4(Short-Arm Bill) as he was called, and 
the father of C. G.-W. Parker, and. later 
a well-known doctor, was-living in Berrien 
county on the old’ Patterson place. One 
winter day when Mr, Parker was away from 
home, several Indians appeared-at the. foot 
of the hill, at-.a spring; where-the family 
got waterS It is said that.theIndians be- 
gan to beat on logs, therby attracting the 
attention of the people. Jt appears the In- 
dians meant to rob and not to murder, but 
as there Were no.men at home.the women 
ran through ‘the field; a back way, a dis- 
tance of five miles-to the home -of Dread 
Newborn. :-The Indians robbed the house, 
broke open a.trunk and got $300 in cash, 
cut the feathér-beds“open, emptied the 
feathers out and took the-ticks with them. 
A company of men soon collected together, 
under the. command -of George Peterson, 
Dread Newborn, Witliant Parker, and others. 
The Indians: were overtaken at the Allapa- 
ha river and three were killed, others made 
their escape but were follewed -and ‘over- 
taken at the St. Hla river, at what is now 
known as Indian lake, about-two — miles 
northeast of the town of Axson, Ga. They 
were all shot and killed, except one squaw; 
it was reported-that she.was captured and 
shot. Dread Newborn, the son of Dread 
Newborn, who followed the Indians, ‘in- 
forms.me that the Indian woman was kept 
in prison for a while and then by direction 
of the government was returned to her own 
people. About this time a whole family 
by the name of Wilds was killed by the 
Indians, near Waresboro, Ga. One little 
boy, Reuben Wilds, made his escape. Of 
course there are a great many § Indian 
stories, but the narratives I haye given you 
are facts testified toby. living-witnesses and 
most worthy tradition, for the first. time 
they are put into history of the Wiregrass 
country. , 1 , 


I WILL tell you one more incident; because 
it put§ the ingenyity. of white men to test 
against the cunningness of the Indians. It 
is only through tradition that I have been 
able to get this story, which runs thus:

There was one fort near 


Way back in the early days people living 
in south Georgia had no markets near and 
so the people would gather their little plun- 
der together, go in carts to Centerville on 
the St. Maria river, in Camden county, Ga. 
The Indians robbed and killed a good many 
of these people going to market, at a point 
near the Okefenokee swamp. A company 
of brave pioneers decided to put a stop to 
this nefarious business, and, if possible, 
make it safe for people to go to market. 
And so with guns and such other necces- 
Saries as’ they would need, they went to 
the point near the Okefenokee swamp and 
pitched their camp, they cut small logs 
into pieces five or six feet long, about the 
length of a man. They laid the _ logs 
around the camp fire and covered them 
over with quilts and blankets. On the 
ends of the logs they placed hats and fixed 
it up in such a manner as to make it look 
very much like a bunch of travelers lying 
around the camp fire. The man, with their 
guns, went a short distance from the camp 
fire and concealed themselves in the woods. 
Away in the midnight hour, as the fire 
burned low, the pioneers saw the heads of 
Indians beginning to peep out from behind 
trees and stumps and from over logs. In 
a minute there was a volley of shots fired 
and the Indians sprang to their feet and 
with the war-whoop charged upon the 
campfire. As they pulled off the hats at 
the ends of the logs, instead of finding 
the heads of white men they saw the joke. 
For a moment they stood still in bewilder- 
ment; at that moment every Indian was 
shot dead, not one of them made his es- 
cape. Every hat had a bullet hole in it. 
That was the last of the robberies -commit- 
ted at Centerville by the Indians. 


HE Seminole Indians left Georgia and 


went to Florida in 1750. In 1837 the 
Cherokee Indians left the state of Georgia. 
In 1827 the last treaty was made with the 
Indians. By the year 1841 there was not 
an Indian in Georgia, who had a right to 
be here. The people in Georgia, and es- 
pecially south Georgia, were happy indeed 
to be rid of the Indians and to have the 
Wiregrass land without fear of. molesta- 
tion. Some One wrote a song, about this 
time, which reads as follows: 


“No more shall the sound of the war whoop 
he heard 

The ambush and slauchter no longer be 
feared, 

The tommy hawk buried shall rest in the 
ground. 

And peace and good will to 
round.”

CHAPTER IX. 


A New County is Created in The Wire- 
grass Country. 


\ HEN ‘“‘Mother Jones’? came to the 

grass country there were no counties 
south of the Ocmulgee river. Telfair coun- 
ty was organized in 1807 and covered a 
small territory south of the river. In 1818 
Appling county was organized; Irwin coun- 
ty was organized the same year. They in- 
cluded a large teritory of the best section 
of Wiregrass Georgia. By 1850 the family 
and generations of ‘‘Mother Jones’ had 
increased from a few in number to more 
than a hundred. Since the removal of the 
Indians and the building of the Columbus 
and Blackshear roads, imigration came 
more rapidly to this section of Georgia. 
The class of people who came in were stur- 
dy men and women from Virginia and the 
Carolina’s. They had large families. Con- 
ditions of all kinds were improving; 
churches and school houses were being 
built, roads were being opened, farm land 
being fenced and cultivated, and there was 
an é¢ra of progress and prosperity on every 
side. And so, in 1854, Coffee county was 
created, being carved out of Appling, Tel- 
fair and Irwin counties. The county was 
named for General John Coffee. Hon. 
James Pearson gave the county fifty acres 
of land, on which the court house was 
built in 1858. The. county site was named 
Douglas, after Hon Steven A. Douglas, who 
had been the south’s candidate for presi- 
dent. 

All the citizens of Telfair.county on the 
south side of the Ocmulgee river and all 
the citizens who formerly lived in Appling 
county, later included in Coffee county, 
and also citizens of Irwin county then in- 
cluded in Coffee county, all became citi- 
zens of the new county of Coffee. The 
county was duly organized on the 17th 
day of April, 1854, by the justices of the 
inferior court of the county of Coffee, 
whose names were as follows: Alex Mob- 
ley, Joel’ Lott, Mark Lott, Hardy Hall, and 
Elijah Pickren, 


] WILL give you a list of the first officers 


of Coffee county, which are as followks: 
B. H. Tanner, sheriff; Whitington S. Moore, 
clerk superior court; Whitington S. Moore, 
clerk inferior court; Thomas,Mobley,. ordi-

"THE population of Coffee county in 1860 

was: whites, 2206; colored, 673. In 
1870, ten years later, which covered the 
civil war period, the population was: white, 
2514; colored 678. 

Pierce county was created in t857, out 
of Ware and Appling counties and was 
named for Franklin Pierce. Blackshear 
was made the county site, which soon grew 
into a prosperous little city and was the 
trade center for Coffee county. The 
Stricklands, Harpers, Brantleys, Knowles, 
Wades, Youmans, Nichols, Johnsons and 
others were among the first citizens. The 
country was much the same as other sec- 
tions of the Wiregrass. Thde Savannah and 
Gulf railroad ran through that county, and 
was the first railroad to traverse this part 
of Georgia.

sa OTHER JONES” was right when she 
1 decided that her husband, John 
Hargraves, was going back to England; by 
the time she and her six boys reached the 
Wiregrass country, in Georgia, John Har- 
graves had landed at his old home in Eng- 
land, and was rapidly adding to his for- 
tune already accumulated. In the course 
of time ‘‘Mother Jones’”’ six boys married 
off and made homes for themselves. 

I have already told you that Abram Har- 
graves married Rhody Carver, and that they 
had ten children; four boys and six girls, 
Soon after Abram was married he settled 
on a farm on the west side of the Seven- 
teen-Mile creek, about. eighteen miles 
southeast of Douglas, Ga. Mr. Hargraves 
was a thrifty farmer, had plenty of land 
and plenty of stock, and he also owned 
some Slaves and in a short time he had 
accumulated considerable property. In fact, 
he was considered a wealthy man. Soon 
after he married, an inquiry came from 
the Bank of Savannah, Ga., from the Bank 
of England for information about Abram 
Hargraves; through them he learned that 
his father was dead and had left a large 
estate and that an annuity of several thou- 
sand dollars, in gold, was due him at once. 
That every year the same amount would 
be paid him through the banks of Sayan- 
nah, Ga.; and so about once a year Mr. 
Hargraves and some of his neighbors went 
to Savannah by private conveyance to sell 
their produce, lay in supplies for. their 
farms and at the same time Mr. Hargraves 
collected his interest. It required about 
a week’s time to go to Savannah and re- 
turn, with horse and cart. Sometimes they 
had trouble with water courses, which they 
had to cross, 

A good many stories are told about Mr. 
Hargraves and his trips to Savannah. He 
had growh up among the Creek Indians in 
the Wiregrass country and had many of 
their habits of life. He wore a homespun 
shirt, carried a shot bag over his shoul- 
ders, a powder horn around his waist, and 
did not, in any way, have the appearance 
of being a well-to-do farmer.. It is said 
that on one of his trips to Savannah, Mr. 
Hargraves went to the stables to buy a 
horse; when he priced the horse the stock- 
man looked at him and said: “I will sell 
you this horse for $100, with good securi- 
ty, or $50 cash.” The man looked at 
Mr. Hargraves as he emphasized the word 
“cash.” Mr. Hargraves returned the hard 
look, as he said: ‘‘Cash it shall be,” and 


run his hand into his shot bag and_ pulled 


out fifty shining dollars in gold. There 
was plenty more where that came from. 


R. HARGRAVES was a very industri- 


ous man, worked himself and made a 
good. plow-hand in the field, as long as 
he lived. 

Another amusing story is told about Mr. 
Hargraves, it is as follows: It is said that 
Ivey Kirkland, at this time a prosperous 
merchant of Douglas, Ga:, went to see the 
daughter of Mr. Hargraves. Mr, Kirkland 
was diked up in Sunday style. Mr. Har- 


graves asked the young man if he would 
not like to go with him to the woods and 
see his fine hogs. Mr. Ki@kland did not 
know how to refuse and so he went. Mr. 
Hargraves took him through the woods, 
thrdugh the branches, through the muddy 
bays and at last back to the Hargraves’ 
home where he was gladly welcomed by 
the young lady whom he was courting. Mr. 
Kirkland was a sight ot behold. His shoes 
were muddy and his pants were torn. He 
looked more like a man who had spent a 
week in the woods, than like a young mer- 
chant from Douglas out courting a coun- 
try girl. 

The war came on and he and his sons-in- 
law did their duty in that trying time. 
When the war was over, a call came to 
Mr. Hargraves from the Bank of England 
that $70,000 in gold had been placed to 
his credit in the bank and that it was up 
to him to go or send to Engiand for the 
money. In a later chapter | will tell vou 
about the trip to England for ‘he gold. 


CHAPTER XL. 


War-Times and Hard Times in 
Jones’ ”’ 


“Mother 


Wiregrass Country. 


1361 a horrible war broke out he- 
tween the north and the south. Our 
men went to the battle front and our 
women and children, from necessity, went 
to the fields. For every man who took 
a gun there was a woman or a child who 
took a hoe or a plow-and went to the 
fields. The men lost the fight for a sep- 
arate union, but the women won for home 
and loved ones. They lived hard, it is 
true, but none of them went naked or 
Starved. The spirit of the Wiregrass was 
the spirit of 1776. Their hardships as 
frontier men made them hardy and inde- 
pendent. 

Matt Ashley organized the Fourht Geor- 
gia cavalry and tendered their services to 
the south. Later in the year Company C, 
Fiftieth Georgia, was organized with John 
M. Spence as captain and J. K. Hilliard as 
lieutenant. Captain Spence later became 
a major and was the only man who went 
from this section of the Wiregrass country 
to be thus promoted. Later on many men 
volunteered and were sent to other com- 
panies. 

Historians have told us about the man 
at the front, but nat much has been writ- 
ten about the women and children at home. 
The men at the front were no more heroic 
or Self-sacrificing than the women and 
children at home, who kept the wolf from 
many a door at home, and gave inspiration 
to the men at the front. They went to 
the fields by day and at night spun the 
thread and wove the cloth to clothe them- 
selves and their children; and many of 
them sent clothing to their husbands at 
the front. When no salt could be bought 
to salt the bread, they would dig up the 
salty dirt in the meat house and boil the 
salt out of it and use it When no coffee 
could be bought they would parch corn 
and sweet potatoes and use that. They 
did not consider it hard times to live with- 
out flour and sugar and the like. Thev 
counted it a blessing to have the necessa- 
ries of life. And so it was. 

I WILL give you some pen-pictures of.a 


“ Wiregrass home during this war, to 
illustrate. the conditions of the times: 


A Wiregrass home in 1864, scene I. 


The mother is old; she has lived out 
her “three-score years and ten.” Some one 
has said‘that “God gave us but one moth- 
er,” but with some it is different: she 
was both father and mother. When “red 
war smote the land with shock of battle 
and with flood of flame” the father went 
to the front and never came back. With 
three baby boys to rear and only a little 
farm to do it with, she ceased her weep- 
ing and went to work. The hand she might 
have given in marriage to some other 
han, has been worn out in honest toil for 
her children. | 

Just at the close of the war the country 
was filled with “run-away” negroes. The 
mOther and her three little boys lived all 
alone. One dark dreary evening in the 
Summer time, when the thunder roared 
and the lightning flashed, a big black ne- 
gro walked up to the door and asked for 
something to eat. The mother gave him 
something and he left. He was hardly out 
of sight when the rain poured in perfect 
torrents and darkness Settled down as black 
as Egypt. The mother was much afraid 
the negro would return to find shelter and 
rob the home. She put the boys to bed 
and prepared for the worst. She fastened 
the door, got the hatchet and put it 
under her pillow, blew out the tallow 
<diip and then kneeling by her bedside she 
committed herself and her. boys to the 
Great Father of us all. We never heard 
of the. negro any more, but the pale out- 
line of that mother in the dim firelight, as 
She kneeled in prayer on that dark stormy 
night, has followed’ me through all the 
years.

A pine-knot fire blazes on the hearth.

Some Candies for Christmas 


Several Recipes We All Know Are Good for Holidays. 


FLICIOUS home-made candies, in at- 
tractive packages make most excep- 

tional gifts; in addition to adding to the 
own home goodies for the holidays. No 
special apparatus is necessary in the prepa- 
ration of home-made candy, but a candy 
thermometer will prove a wise investment 
as the results obtained through its use 
greatly facilitate the work: Before at- 
tempting to make candy be sure that all 
the necessary materials are prepared, meas- 
ured or weighed and that thé utensils are 
ready for immediate use. 

The ever-popular fudge is perhaps the 
most easily and quickly prepared home- 
made confection. It is always a success if 
it is cooked to just the right stage and if 
it is beaten until creamy. 

A little salt improves all candy in which 
much salted butter is not used. 

Victoria Fudge. 

Boil together, without stirring, three- 
quarter cup of cream or milk, one-quarter 
clip of butter and three cups granulated 
sugar-until it will form a soft ball when 
tested in cold water. Take from the fire, 
peat until creamy, then add one-quarter cup 
each of candied cherries, figs and candied 
apple. Flavor with rose or almond ex- 
pineapple, cut in pieces and one cup pine- 
tract and pour into a buttered pan. Cut in 
strips when partly cool. 


Pineapple Marshmallows. 

Heat two cups sugar, half cup water 
and half cup honey over a slow fire. Then 
boil it rapidly until it threads and add 18 
marshmallows, cut in pieces and the beaten 
whites of two eggs. Beat until the mixture 
is creamy, then add one cup of chopped 
candied pineapple. 
into an oiled pan and cut in squares. 
in cornstarch and powdered sugar. 

Fruit Fudge. 

Boil three cups sugar, three teaspoons 
cocoa, three-quarter cup milk and one table- 
spoon butter. When it will form a soft 
ball in cold water add half cup each of 
thopped raisins and nuts, quarter cup of 
cocoa and three-quarter cup figs, cut in 
small pieces. -Pour into a buttered pan and 
when partly cool, mark in squares. 


Roll 


Peanut Fudge. 

Boil 3 cups of brown sugar with one 
cup milk until a soft ball can be formed 
in cold water; take from the fire, add two 
tablespoons ‘peanut butter and beat until 
creamy. Pour into a buttered pan and 
mark in squares when cool. 


KRIS KRINGLE DATES. 
Wash dates, wine and remove stones. 
Fill with fruit fudge, press together and 
roll in granulated sugar. 


HONEY PUFFS. 


Boil three cups sugar and one cup 
cream; when it will almost thread, add quar- 
ter cup honey. When it reaches the soft- 
ball stage, take from the fire and heat the 
stiffly-beaten white of an egg into it. Beat 
one minute and add half cup each of finely 
chopped nutmeats and chopped candied 
pineapple. Beat until firm and creamy and 
shape into ball between the fingers with a 
wet napkin, then cool. A speck of salt adds 
to the flavor. 

Pineapple ‘Rings. 

Select a pineapple that has been canned 
whole and cut into rings quarter of an inch 
thick or use sliced canned pineapple. Sim- 
mer in a thick syrup until it is firm and 
candied. Remove from the syrup and place 
them im a draining pan that has been well 
greased. When dry, dip the rings in melted 
sweet chocolate and sprinkle with grated 
nutmeats. 


CHERRY FOAM. 

Boil two cups granulated sugar and half 
cup of water without stirring until the 
syrup will thread. Add quarter teaspoon of 
vanilla and pour it slowly upon the beaten 
whites of two eggs, beating continuously 
until stiff enough to drop from a teaspoon

may be formed when tried in cold water. 
Remove from fire, add vanilla and nuts and 
Stir carefully to avoid breaking nutmeats, 
until mixture is of creamy consistency and 
until the whole mass seems to cling to the 
spoon. Put pan away in a cool place for 
Several*hours until the candy is cold and 
firm) enough to handle. Then separate the 
nutmeats, keeping each one roughly coated 


with the cooked mixture and pile lightly on 


a glass dish. 


PEANUT CREAM CANDY. 
Two cups sugar, two-thirds cup boil- 
ing water and one-quarter of a teaspoon 
cream of tartar. Stir the cream of tartar 


into the sugar and the water, boil until 
a drop put in cold water will crack. Pour 
on buitered slabs and place on top pieces 
of peanut butter, enough so that if it were 
spread out it would cover the candv. When 
partially cold pull it as you would molasses 
candy and cut in small pieces. Set away 
three or four days to “ripen.” 


PERSIAN SWEETS. 

Chop equal parts of figs, dates, raisins 
and nuts and mix together. These may all 
be put through the mzat chopper together, 
using the knife for grinding nuts for nut 
butter. Dredge a board with confectioner’s 
Sugar and knead the mixture until it is 
well blended. Roll to one-third inch in 
thickness and cut in cubes or rounds or 
form into balls. Dip each in confectioner’s 
Sugar and pack in tin boxes, separating the 
layers with oil paper. This mixture may 
also be used for stuffing dates, prunes or 
figs.. This is one of the best candies for 
children. : 


CINNAMON BALLS. 

This is another candy that will delight 
the children and is not difficult to make. 
Mix One cup syrup, two cups Sugar, one 
tablespoon butter, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon water and one of vinegar in 
a saucepan and boil to 270 degrees or to a 
state where a teaspoon dropped into cold 
water will gatker into thick, hard threads 
which will snap and which, when chewed, 
will not stick much to the teeth. This is 
called the medium crack stage. Add two 
drops of oil of cinnamon and pour into a 
greased pan or a marble slab. When cool 
enough to handle, shape into small balls. 
If it becomes too stiff to handle place in 
the oven for a few minutes. One tablespoon 
of ground cinnamon may be used instead 
of the oil of cwnamon. but it should be 
mixed with the other ingredients at the 
beginning instead of being added last. The 
cinnamon may be omitted and the candy 
dropped from a spoon on a marble slab 
and fastening a wooden skewer or lolypop 
Stick in one edge while the candy is still 
hot. These may be made into funny faces 
with currants, bifs of nuts or small colored 
candies. 


CHRISTMAS AFTER-DINNER MINTS. 


These mints, packed in an attractive 
jar, make a dainty gift. Mix one cup Sugar, 
onesthird cup hot water, one-eighth tea- 
spoon cream of tartar and one-half teaspoon 
vinegar in a saucepan. Bring to the boiling 
point, carefully swab down the sides of the 
pan to remove all crystals and cook with- 
out stirring until a little dropped in cold 
water will form into a hard ball which 
can be dented slightly when it is removed 
from the water and worked between warm 
fingers. Pour out on an oiled platter. When™ 
cool enough to handle pull as for taffy, 
doubling over and over but do not twist. 
Add flavoring during the pulling. When the 
candy is hard cut into small pieces drop- 
ping them into a bowl of powdered sugar;

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Ways of Ridding Your House 
Of the Troublesome Mice 


GOOD many housewives used to take a few mice for granted. 

They were considered perfectly respectable. 

In our nursery rhymes we spoke quite without apology of the mouse that 
ran up the clock, the three blind mice, not to mention the mouse tnat ran un- 
der the queen’s-chair when the cat went to visit royalty. Mothers did not blush 
with shame that their children should be quite familiar with the appearance and 


the habits of mice. 


Seemingly there are a few housewives still who take mice—a few mice— 


for granted. 


In a modern house that you enjoy all to 
vourself there really is no reason why you 
should tolerate them.. Medical experts and 
health officers can tell you fo reasons why 
the whole rodent tribe should be extermi- 
nated and figures might be quoted ‘hat 
would make you amazed to show how much 
destruction mice and rats work every year 
to grain and othef food supplies. At least 
you can see that none of your food is con- 
taminated or spoiled by the visils of these 
pests 


6 bei. old-fashioned device for keeping 
away mice, the household cat, was and 
is good enough, but you may find the cat 
almost as much trouble as the mice. A 
little money and pains expended for traps 
and poisons ought to do the trick without 
the cat. Remember that usually mice seek 
shelter indoors only in cold veather. The 
time to fieht them is when days and nights 
are first beginning to he frosty. R2mem- 
ber. too, that effort spent in November is 
worth many times as much effort spent in 
December and December effort is better 
worth while than that of January.— Do 
vour trapping before the newly established 
mouse family has raised a brood of Spry 
voung mice. Perhaps you have but two 
mice now and they can be easily caught. 

Here are some good rules if you would 
make quick work of your anti-mouse cam- 
paigi: 

Have no food left in any part of the 
house but the kitchen and pantry. If there 
is food tc be nibbled in bedrooms and all 
over the house then you will have a much 
more difficult task than as if your mouse 
friends have been attracted to only the 
kitchen and pantry. Now concentrate your 
attention on these rooms. Every night see 
that no food has been left in ‘waste baskets 
or trash baskets, that there are no crumbs 
about or food exposed so that mousie can 
have a free meal. Offer him refreshments 
by all means, but only in the trap. The 
habit of leaving dinner dishes to be washed 
in the morning is one that makes your 
mouse catching campaign difficult. How- 
ever, if you do leave them, see that refuse 
‘s removed from the plates, and put good 
food away. Some housewives who make 
a practice of leaving dinner dishes set them 
in a large dishpan or in a round meta! tub 
that can be covered. 


EREALS and other foods kept in card- 

board containers are sometimes easy 
prey for mice. So long as the cartons are 
intact access is not easy. Once opened the 
task is easy. For this reason it is a good 
plan to empty cartons of breakfast food, 
rice, macaroni, etc., into glass or metal con- 
tainers aS soon as opened. If this seems 
like an arduous task then have a bread box 
or other metal container in which to keep 
opened cartons of cereals, crackers, etc. 

Another thing that should be remem- 
bered in your campaign against the mouse 
is the importance of blocking possible en- 
trances for mice when cold weather sets in. 
Usually mice enter by way of the cellar. 
There may be cracks or holes in the ce- 
ment large engugh to admit them. It is 
not difficult to find such openings. If you 
have been too late this year, close them 
now against future comers and when an- 
other autumn rolls around be sure and have 
these holes cemented up. 


One Way to Make Good 


Creamed Potatoes. 


HESE may be made from freshly 
boiled potatoes or cold ones 


diced. For a pint of potatoes 

make a white sauce, allowing one 

atblespoonful of flour and two 

of butter, one cupful of milk, a 

tablespoonful of flour and two 

a little cream, if you have it to 
Spare, and salt and pepper to season, Melt 
the butter in a saucepan, add the flour 
and stir until bubbly and well cooked. A 
frequent cause of failure with creamed po- 
tatoes comes from the raw taste of the 
flour. . Add the milk and seasoning “with 
the cream. One-half cup is a good al- 
lowance. As soon as the sauce thickens 
and grows smooth, add the potatoes, which 
may be whole if new and small, diced or 
cut in balls, if older. Do not stir. When 
well heated, add the fine minced parsley 
and serve. Potatoes may also be baked 
in cream. Cut into dice, put in a buttered 
baking dish, dust with salt and pepper, 
cover with cream sauce, sprinkle with a 
fine layer of cheese or bread crumbs, and 
bake until a golden brown.

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Really Good Candy 
And Two. Kinds 
You Can Make 


T [S$ always a useful thing to 
know how to make some one or 
two kinds of candy extremely 
well. if you can do this you al- 
Ways have something at your 
command that you can give to a 
friend. If you are asked to make 
contributions to a sale for the 
benefit of some charity or church you can 
Simply fall back on this specialty, knowing 
that there will be a vigorous demand for it. 

There are always plenty of people who 
can make pretty good plain fudge, but 
few who can make really good and dainty 
dipped chocolates, because this requires 
Skill, experience and _ painstaking. But 
you will iind it well worth while to master 
some other rather complicated candy. Here 
are some that offer no real difficulties to 
the careful cook. 

The following nougat is made with gela- 
tine: Let four tablespoons of granulated 
gelatine stand in a cup of cold water for 
five minutes; then add a teaspoon of corn 
Syrup and a cup of sugar. Place over the 
fire and stir constantly until it has boiled 
for eight minutes. Beat the white of an 
egg and slowly pour the hot nougat syrup 
over the white, beating constantly, as you 
would boiled icing. Then add a teaspoon 
of almond extract, a third of a cup of 
blanched almonds and a third of a cup 
each of candied cherries and chopped pis- 
tachio nuts. Mix together a third of a 
tablespoon each of confectioner’s sugar and 
corn starch and sprinkle in a bread pan. 
Pour the mixture in, and when it ts,firm 
cut it into bars and wrap it in waxed paper. 
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Bont marshmallows, soak two ounces of 


granulated gelatine in half a cup of wa- 
ter for one hour. Boil two cups of sugar, 
half a cup of water and a quarter of a tea- 
Spoon of cream tartar until it spins a 
thread. Pour the softened gelatine on a 
platter and slowly pour the syrup over it, 
beating all the time. You should beat it 
for twenty or thirty minutes. You may 
add while beating a teaspoon of vanilla if 
desired. Pour the mixture into a well- 
greased cake tin and let stand until solid. 
Turn out on a board, sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar and cut into squares. Roll 
each square in powdered sugar and keep 
in a closed box, preferably of tin. 

You may make many variations with 
marshmallows as a foundation. They may 
be dipped in chocolate; they may be cut 
in half and formed into sandwiches, with a 
layer of jelly, very thinly spread, or some 
rich jam between the two pieces; or you 
may take out-the center of. a marshmal- 
low, place a bit of preserved fruit or nut 
meat in the cavity, and dip in chocolate. 


DEVILED SMOKED HALIBUT. — 


One-half pound smoked halibut, two 
tablespoonfuls of mustard, one tablespoon- 
ful of tomato catsup, one tablespoonful of 
chopped mustard pickles, one tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar, salt and cayenne, crackers 
or toast. 

Blend all of the seasoning ingredients 
and heat them thoroughly, either in a dou- 
ble boiler or in a bowl set into a sauce- 
pan of boiling water. When hot, spread 
the crackers with this mixture, lay a strip 
of halibut on each cracker and place in the 
oven or in the broiler of the gas range 
for two or three minutes before serving. 
The strips of fish are cut into a convenient 
Size, so that they almost cover the crack- 
ers. 


SALMON LOAF. 


One carr of salmon, one-quarter cupful 
of bread crumbs from the inside of the 
loaf, one egg, one-half cupful of milk, three- 
fourths scant teaspoonful of salt. Free the 
salmon from skin and bone, and break in 
fine pieces, using a silver fork. Cook the 
bread with the milk until a smooth, paste- 
like consistency. Add the seasoning, sal- 
mon and beaten egg and when mixed pour 
in well-buttered individual molds or gone 
large one. Set the molds in a pan of fot 
water and bake. This makes an excellent 
tea or luncheon dish and caa be served hot 
or cold as preferred. 
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iD you ever buy dishes for your 
children friends?

until you have made sure that 
there is no way of putting in 
more space-Saving devices that 
will remove your difficulties. If 
you have enough convenience of 
this sort then the small size of 
your kitchen becomes an advantage rather 
than a disadvantage. There is no reason 
under the sun why the wall should not be 
entirely given up to shelves. If you have 
no pantry or closet off the kitchen then 
put the shelves and hooks that would be 
in the pantry or closet on the kitchen 
walls. Perhaps there ts a space on the 
wall in one place where there is not room 
enough for a shelf of usual depth. 
have a narrow Shelf put up. A six-inch 
Shelf is a great convenience pecause you 
can use it to hold boxes of supplies and 
have them placed only one deep, so that 
it is a simple matter to locate every box 
on the shelf. 

If you have no place to keep clean 
kitchen towels, have a tack placed high 
up on the wall, so that the towels may be 
hung on it and yet be_well out of the 
way. If you have a Ifthe stool in your 
kitchen you can climb on this easily in 
putting the clean towels back in order. 

It is sometimes a convenience to have 
boxes on casters in your kitchen. You 
may make use of a packing box, that is

fairly smooth and free from_ splinters. 
Paint this inside and out and put castors 
or runners on the r corners. Such a 
box may be slipped under the kitchen 
table or under the gas stove and may be 
used for all sorts of things. You may find 
it cenvenient for soited table iinen. One 
housewife finds it convenient to keep her 
bag of flour and extra supplies in such a 
box. By having it on castors it may al- 
ways be moved about easily when you are 
cleaning the kitchen. The castors also 
make it possible to move the box to a con- 
venient place in the kitchen when you wish 
to make use of the contents of the box. 


F you must use your kitchen also as an 
ironing room, you should have some sort 
of clothes bars or racks that can be used 
easily and easily disposed of when not in 
use. It is possible to get bars of this sort 


that may be sent up out of reach when not 
in use or lowered to a convenient height 
when needed in the process of ironing.

TO FRY SMELTS. 


Egg and bread crumbs, a little flour, boil- 
ing lard. Smelts should be very fresh, and 
not washed more than is necessary to clean 
them. Dry them in a cloth, lightly flour, 
dip them in egg and sprinkle over with 
very fine bread crumbs and put them into 
boiling lard. Fry to a nice. pale brown, 
and be careful not to take off the light 
roughness of the crumbs, or their beauty 
will be spoiled. Dry them before the fire 
on a drainer, and serve with plain melted 
mutter.

Don’t try to invite your associates either 
in business or society into disputes. Don't 
fish for their opinions when they are quite 
likely to differ from yours. Especially 
avoid any discussion of religion that might 
prove to be a bone of contention; and 
don’t air your own opinions in a way that 
is a challenge to any who may not agree 
with you. 

It is a tendency of very young men and 
women who are no longer youthful to re- 
gard their own point of view as interesting 
and important to others. But except to 
one’s intimate friends and sometimes to 
one’s family it is pretty sure to be boring. 
If you can add to the cleverness of a con- 
versation or the amusement of others by 
giving your views, then express them, but 
the man or woman of the world knows 
enough not to wish to establish your views 
in the minds of others.

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The Little Things 
‘In an Office 
Really Count 


HE man knows how to do 
the right thing at the right time 
does not neglect to introduce the 
men he does business with to the 
Stenographer or private secre- 
tary with whom they associate 
in business dealingse To ask a 
young woman to take dictation 
from a man associaie without first intro- 
ducing him to her is to treat the young 
woman as an automaton. 

Take, for instance, a lawyer who has 
a Stenographer who attends to many of 
the details of his work, makes and un- 
makes engagements for him and meets his 
clients for him in his absence or when he 
is busy. AS soon as a new client comes 
into the office, without making any Spe- 
cial to do about it, the employer intro- 
duces the new client to the stenographer. 
Because she is a woman the man is pre- 
sented to her with some such words as 
this: ‘Mr. Jones, I want to present you to 
Miss Smith. She keeps the run of my im- 
portant cases and 1 know She will be glad 
to be of service to you.’ If the client be 
a woman then the stenographer would be 
the one iniroduced. 

The stenographer need not shake hands 
nor should she offer@o, but in case the 
client made a move to @o so she could not 
cause an awkwardness by not going halt- 
way. Such an introduction should not be 
regarded either by the stenographer or 
the client as implying any social recom- 
mendation or obligations whatever. When 
meeting casually the stenographer should 
merely bow— it is always the duty and 
privilege of the woman to bow first in this 
country—but she should not invite any 
further sign of recognition than a doffing 
of the hat and a bow on the part of the 
business associate. A business man al- 
ways raises his hat to young women he 
sees frequently in the offices of his asso- 
ciates whether or not he has been 
duced to them. 


WELL-BRED -man never uSes or per- 
” mits others to use profanity in the 
presence of women employees. Toreigners 
doing business in this country often note 
the lack of profanity and general high 
moral tone of American business ottfices 
and ascribe it to the fact that women are 
usually present. Men alone descend to 
habits of carelessness that they would not 
think of permitting themselves or each 
other in the presence of women. 

Every well-bred business man or 
ployer of any sort remembers always that 
the girls he employs are his subordinates 
only in business hours or when actually 
about his business. When meeting them 
in the street, or at the theater, he would 
be as courteous and deferential as to any 
other woman of his acquaintance.

Ju 
eat more than one needs is, during these 
war days, considered unpatriotic, rather 
than unlady-like or bad manners, and if a 
young woman is doing her share of war 
work—cultivating her garden and emplovy- 
ing all her time to good advantage—we 
would find something incongruous in a 
small appetite. It is nowadays considered 
rather bad manners to be ill when one can 
prevent it. Persons who don’t follow the 
ordinary laws of heakh and hygiene are 
looked upon as not being entirely well- 
bred, and since a normal appetite goes with 
perfect health, we rather admire the young 
woman who is willing to admit that she is 
hungry at meal times.

Country. 


re- 


YO people were more patriotic and en- 
i thusiastic in the confederate war than 
the people of the Wiregrass country. Many 
of them were the sons and dauchters of 
Sturdy stock from Virgipia and the Caro- 
linas. Many of them descendants of vet- 
erans’ of the revolution. Most of them had 
been reared on the frontier, had 
fought in the Indian wars. They were 
fighters by blood and by training. But 
conditions were all against them and their 
cause failed. By the fall of 1864 the con- 
federacy was falling to pieces. Sherman 
had marched through Georgia; had burned 
Atlanta and captured Savannah and many 
who were at home on furloughs were cut 
from their commands and were com- 
pelled to remain at home. Some of these 
had to bear the ignominy of being called 
a ‘“‘deserter.’ Many had lost heart and 
had come home to stay and take the con- 
sequences. While from the beginning of 
the war a few dared to remain at home 
and live in the bushes rather than go to 
the front. The confederate government! 
reeded soldiers and sent details to arrest 
all deserters and send them back to the 
army. The issue then got to be soldier 
against soldier and trouble began. Several 
details and deserters were killed; among 
them were Lieutenant Higgs, a detail, killed 
by a man named Davis. In a short time 
Davis was killed by the details. A man 
named Summerlin was killed by deserters. 
Blancett and Herring were killed by de- 
tails. <A northern man made his appear- 
ance in Coffee county, and it was said, 
made himself too busy in local matters 
and soon he was killed. 

In all this time of stress and trouble the 
ridiculous would appear. I give you an 
illustration: ‘Old Bill Wall,’ as he called 
himself, was one of the fellows who re- 
mained at home. Benajah Pearson com- 
plained that these fellows were eating his 
Sheep and using his property without leave 
or license. Old Bill got word to stop.
